Matthews, adviser to the old Dies 
congressional committee, the in- 
vestigation has produced no fire- 
works. As a legislative study, it 
has supplied little ammunition for 
supporters of the Broyles bills de- 
signed to stamp out Communism 
in Illinois.

Cautious Investigator. 

The heads of the schools vigor- 
ously denied existence of any sub- 
versive activities at their insti- 
tutions. Matthews privately told 
one of the school officials, “No- 
body could say that Roosevelt col- 
lege or the University of Chicago 
was a hotbed of Cofmmunism.” 
But when the statement was over- 
heard and the press got hold of 
it, Matthews later insisted on qual- 
ifying what he had said. 

“A hotbed is a place where you 
grow nothing but a special prod- 
uct, like tomato plants,” he took 
pains to explain, “But this doesn’t 
rule out the _ serious, 
shocking infiltration of Commu- 
nism in some of our major insti- 
tutions of learning.” 

The entire line of questioning 
during the hearings has been 
based on the “guiit by association” 
theory that membership in organ- 
izations which are supported or 
in some cases Cominated by Com- 
munists is evidence of subversive 
activity. 

Taking issue with this theory, 
Chancellor Robert M. Hutchins of 
the University of Chicago insisted 
that none of the 1000 faculty 
members, including those who are 
members of so-called “Communist 
front” organizations, is doing any- 
thing reprehensible. 

“Rudeness and Redness.” | 

Referring to the rowdy behavior 
of the students who came to 
Springfield, Dr. Hutchins said, 
“Rudeness and redness are not the 
same .. . These students ex- 
ercised their rights as American 
citizens to protest against pending 
legislation of which they disap- 
proved. They were entirely right 
to disapprove of this pending 
legislation.” 

The chairman of the Communist 
Club at the University of Chicago 
reported the organization had 10 
members, the same number as in 
the Communist club at Roosevelt 
College. 

“It would not be in the public 
interest to exclude students of 
Communistic leanings,” Dr. Hutch- 
ins insisted. “If we did, how 
would they ever learn better’” 

The danger to American insti- 
tutions is “not from the tiny mi- 
nority who do not believe in them,” 
he continued. “It is from those 
who would mistakenly repress the 
free spirit upon which those in- 
stitutions were built. The miasma 
of thought-control that is now 
spreading over the country is the 
greatest menace to the United 
States since Hitler.” 

Einstein and Mann. 

Matthews pointed out that Al- 
bert Einstein, the renowned phys- 
icist, and Thomas Mann, the noted 
author, are members of the advi- 
sory board of Roosevelt College. 
Then he read a long list of “Com- 
munist-front” organizations § in 
which the two purportedly hold 
membership. Dr. Edward J. Spar- 
ling, president of Roosevelt Col- 
lege, coolly replied that Einstein 
and Mann did not act in any ad-

Midwest Council Adopts 
Resolution at Close of 
Two-Day Conference 
Here — Also Against 
Brannan Farm Plan. 


Opposition to the national 
health insurance program pro- 
posed by the Truman administra- 
tion was expressed yesterday in 
a resolution adopted by the Mid- 
west Council, Young Republican 
National Federation, which ended 
its two-day meeting here last 
night. 

The delegates, from 14 midwest- 
ern states, also went on record 
against the farm program advo- 
cated in -the Brannan plan and 
for the one proposed in the pend- 
ing Aiken bill. 

“They passed resolutions in sup- 
port of the Marshall plan, the 


North Atlantic Treaty and the 
report by the Hoover Commission 
in eliminating inefficiency’ in 
government. 

“Prohibitive in Cost.” 

In reference to the administra- 
tion’s national] health program, the 
resolution said: “The plan pro- 
posed would be prohibitive in cost 
and extorts an exorbitant per- 
centage of each employees’ wages 
in addition to the amounts to be 
contributed’ by the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

The delegates said they were 
“yunalterably opposed to the im- 
position on the American public 
in any guise or form a plan of 
compulsory medical care which 
does not consider and uphold the 
rights of the individuals concerned 
therewith.” 

Pointing out that the Hoover 
Commission -had placed before 
Congress specific recommenda- 
tions for saving taxpayers three 
billion dollars, they asked that 
the commission’s “splendid ac- 
complishments shall not be left 
to gather dust in a congressional 
pigeon-hole.” 

Discussion on. Appropriation. 

A recommendation that Con- 
gress appropriate the full sum of 
$5,580,000,000 for the European Re- 
covery Program was struck out 
by the delegates in a discussion 
on the Marshall Plan and the res- 
olution, as adopted, approved the 
plan without naming a. specific 
figure for appropriation. 

The principal speaker at the 
concluding dinner last night at 
Hotel Statler was Senator James 
P. Kem (Rep.), Missouri. Senator 
Kem said use of Marshall Plan 
money had accelerated the process 
of socialization in recipient coun- 
tries. 

To Offer Amendment. 

He said that when the appro- 
priation bill for the Marshall Plan 
reaches Congress he expects to 
offer an amendment that would 
prohibit the administrator from 
authorizing assistance to any gov- 
ernment to acquire or operate any 
basic industry. 

“We are met with this strange 
paradox,” Senator Kem said. “The 
United States is spending millions 
of dollars to stop Marxist Com- 
munism, but at the same time 
is spending billions of dollars to 
subsidize Marxist Socialism.” 

As examples of countries that 
have used Marshall Plan funds 
from the United States in advanc- 
ing socialized industries, he cited 
England and France. “If the 
United States had not financed 
the British socialist program, it 
could not have been carried out,” 
he said. 

“It is sometimes said that we 
should not place any strings on 
the Marshall Plan money because 
the United States should not inter- 
fere in the government or in the 
economy of a foreign country. 


Plan Cited as Interference. 

“But, bless my soul, the whole 
Marshall Plan is an interference 
in the economies of other coun- 
tries on a gigantic scale. We said 
to Spain at the outset: ‘We don’t 
like your government. You can’t 
have the Marshall Plan money un- 
less you change it.’” 

Money advanced by American 
taxpayers to assist foreign coun- 
tries is “creating competition 
abroad that will rise to plague 
us,” Senator Kem declared, as- 
serting that the “British Socialist 
Government” is planning for the 
“invasion and capture of Amer-

St. Louis will begin five months 


| of daylight saving time today. The 


chaage from central standard 
time takes place officially at 2 
a.m., but most householders put 
it in effect at bedtime last night 
by setting clocks and watches up 
an hour. 

Virtually all the communities in 
the St. Louis area will adopt the 
new time schedule, as will the fol- 
lowing cities: Portland, Me., Bos- 
ton, vidence, New York, New- 
ark, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore, Washington, Cleveland, 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Port- 
land, Ore.

“Railroads, air lines’ and bus 
lines generally will continue on 
standard time. Strangers may be 
confused to find the big clock on 
the Union Station tower an hour 
behind those on billboards facing 
Aloe Plaza. 

An exception to the railroads’ 


Seattle will adopt it,, 


adherence to central time will be 
the Missouri Pacific weekday ac- 
commodation train between St. 
Louis and Pacific, commuter 
trains of the Illinois Terminal 
Railroad and some Pennsylvania 
trains, schedules of which are be- 
ing adjusted to daylight time. 

No one will welcome daylight 
time more than operators of 
liquor - dispensing establishments 
here. Because Missouri remains 
officially on standard tinte, tav- 
erms and night clubs will operate 
an hour later at night, serving 
patrons until 1 a.m. on Sundays 
and 2:30 a.m. on weekdays. 

Radio stations here will also 
adopt a daylight saving time 
schedule for programs, moving 
them an hour ahead. Major net- 
work programs will be broadcast 
on daylight saving time.

SHANGHAI, April 23 (AP) — 
The Nationalist garrison vowed 
today to defend Shanghai from 
the Communists, “come what 


may.” 

As a result, United States Con- 
sul-General John Cabot urgently 
warned American citizens they 
had better get out while they still 


could. 

This great city of more than 
5,000,000 population lies behind a 
flimsy, newly-built wooden fence, 
35 miles long, studded with mud 


pillboxes. 

At last count, there were 2479 
Americans in Shanghai. Most of 
them had elected to stay long ago 
when previous evacuations were 
carried out. 

With the Communists no more 
than 100 miles up the Yangtze 
river west of Shanghai and on the 
same (south) side, the city’s 
immediate fate was uncertain but 
ominous. It was strangely empty 
of troops. 

Statement by U. S. Consul. 
“The American Consul-General 
issued two warnings to American 
nationals suggesting they leave 
Shanghai unless they have com- 
Pelling reasons to remain,” 
Cabot’s statement said. “He as- 
sumes that all those who are not 
prepared to face the dangers of 
remaining in a war area have al- 
ready left. 

“Nevertheleg#s it (the consulate) 
is bringing the garrison comman- 
der’s warning to their attention. 
He wishes, moreover, to point out 
that recent incidents on the Yang- 
tze clearly show that American 
nationals remaining in Shanghai 
cannot count on the = safety 
through emergency evacuation if 
the situation in Shanghai should 
become so hazardous as to make 
it inadvisable to stay.” 

United States Navy headquar- 
ters here had announced earlier 
in the day that it had enough 
ships to evacuate all American na- 
tionals and a considerable number 
of other foreigners. ; 

Meanwhile, 10 American mis- 
sionaries at Chinkiang, 45 miles 
east of Nanking, were reported 
safe after the city fell to the 
Reds. : 

In apparent contrast to the gar- 
rison commander's’ statement, 
Shanghai, which usually is crowd- 
ed with ragtag soldiers, is strange- 
ly devoid of troops now. Where 
they have gone no one knows, but 
it does not appear to have been 
toward the advancing Commu- 
nists. It is possible the Reds may 
bypass Shanghai and strike for 
Hangchow, 100 miles southwest, 
and thus isolate the city. 

Nationalists Fall Back. 

The troops of Gen. Tang En-po, 
Nationalist commander of the 
Shanghai-Hangchow-Nanking tri- 
angle, were reported falling back 
toward Hangchow. Those of Gen. 
Pai Chung-hsi which garrison 
Hankow, 600 miles upriver, were 
reported retreating southward 
down the Hankow-Canton railway 
toward Hengyang. If the Reds 
wish to prevent consolidation of 
the fugitive Nationalist Govern- 
ment at Canton, they might strike 
down that line first. 

Nationalist strategy in this area 
may be decided by Chiang Kai- 
shek himself. An unconfirmed 
report said he arrived here to- 
night to confer with Premier and 
defense chief Ho Ying-chin. A 
government spokesman would 
neither confirm nor deny Chiang’s 
presence. 

_ Another. unconfirmed report 
said Chiang would not assume 
open command of the Govern- 
ment, from which he nominally 
“retired” last January in order to 
let acting President Li Tsung-jen 


negotiate peace.’ Instead, this re- 
port said, Chiang was moving to 
Kulangsu Island in Amoy harbor, 
on the southeastern coast, where 
a large house was recently pre- 
pared for him. |

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
—The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities produced to- 
night documentary evidence and 
testimony under oath that the 
Polish Embassy here has been a 
nest for spies. 

Twenty-seven documents and 
the testimony were supplied by 
Gen. Izyador Rudolf Modelski, a 
former Embassy official whose 
appointment backfired on Poland’s 
Communist government. 

The testimony points to at least 
two @®pionage networks operat- 
ing out of the Embassy, one sup- 
posedly specializing in atomic se- 
crets, the other branching into 
Canada and Mexico. 

Modelski’s papers and what he 
said are included in an official 
committee report. 

It indicates the Poles were aft- 
er everything from humdrum eco- 
nomic figures to military super- 
secrets. His story told of a Rus- 
sian spy master pulling the 
strings. There is no measure of 
how successful they were. 

Polish Embassy officials ‘could 
not be reached for comment.

Deposits in mutual savings banks

The gain this 
year was 17 per cent greater than 
the increase in the first quarter 
of 1948, the association said. 

The presently higher trend has 
been in effect since last Novem- 
ber. In every month since then 
except in February, deposit gains 
have exceeded the comparable 
month in 1948, the association 
said.

The seais are in a pool just 
east of the pool occupied by their 
cousins, the sea lions. Harbor 
seals are smaller than sea lions 
and comport themselves in a more 
subdued manner, limiting their 
noise-making to an _ occasional 
quick bark or gutteral whine. 
They were named for their habit 
of frequenting harbors and riv- 
ers, a penchant which occasional- 
ly has caused considerable excite- 
ment among jittery land-lubbers 
given to seeing sea monsters in 
the Hudson river. 

Unlike sea lions, they can’t ex- 
tend their hind tlippers forward. 
That failing suits them fine, be- 
cause they spend most of their 
lives in water, but leaves circus 
men looking for good ball-balanc- 
ers cold. 

The seals were brought here by 
plane Friday from Hermosa 
Beach, Calif. When they were re- 
leased in their enclosure, Zoo Di- 
rector George Vierheller, who had 
expected them to head for the 
pool after their dry plane ride, 
was startled to see them stretch 
out for leisurely sun baths on the 
edge of the water. 


Illinois ‘Anti-Cat’ Bill Is Vetoed; 


State Too Busy 


to Protect Birds 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 23 
(UP) — Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson 
said today that Illinois has 
“enough to do without trying to 
control feline delinquency.” So 
saying, he vetoed the “cat bill.” 

The. Governor thus killed the 
hopes of Miss Gertrude Charny— 
the president of the Friends of the 
Birds, Inc.—to get a law enacted 
to protect birds from marauding 
cats. This was the third time in a 
row she saw her efforts for a 
state “anti-cat” law come to 
naught. 

Stevenson, in vetoing the bill, 
said “the problem of cat versus 
bird is as old as time.” He said 
that such a law might establish 
a dangerous preeedent. ‘ 

“Who knows but what we may 
be called upon to take sides as 
well in the age-old problems of 
dog versus cat, bird versus bird, 
or even bird versus worm?” Stev- 
enson asked. 

The bill would have permitted 
any person to capture cats running 
at large and turn them-in to the 
police. Owners wishing to ransom 
their pets would have had to pay 
a $1 fine. d 

Miss Charny said*the bill was 


necessary because cats eat insec- 
tivorous birds. 

Stevenson, caught in the middle 
of a controversy between cat and 
bird lovers, made it clear that he 
is not lining up with either side. 
He said he made his decision to 
veto the bill “not because I love 
the birds the less or cats the 
more.” 

Stevenson said it is “in the na- 
ture of cats” to do some “unescort- 
ed roaming.” Many live with their 
owners in apartments or other re- 
stricted areas, he said. He added: 

“I doubt if we want to make 
their every brief foray an opportu- 
nity for a small game hunt by 
zealous citizens— with traps or 
otherwise. I am afraid this bill 
would only create discord, recrim- 
ination and enmity.” 

Enactment of the bill would 
place cat owners in a serious 
dilemma, Stevenson pointed out. 

“To escort a cat abroad on a 
leash is against the nature of the 
cat, and to permit it to venture 
forth for exercise unattended into 
a night of new dangers is against 
the nature of the owner.” 

He signed a companion bill 
which will allow counties to use 
their funds for the “conservation, 
preservation and propagation of 
insectivorous birds.”

Abandons Settled Policy. 

The pending bill, which has 
beef made a special order of busi- 
ness in the House of Representa- 
tives for next Wednesday in a de- 
termination of its supporters to 
hasten its passage, stands out 
above ali other legislation in the 
interest shown by the legislators. 
It is of major importance to the 
entire state, not so much, per- 
haps, because of the money in- 
volved, but because it proposes 
the abandonment of a settled 
state policy. 

With the exception of educa- 
tion, which has been recognized 
as partly a state responsibility, 
the policy of the state has been to 
collect taxes on a state-wide basis 
for general state-wide purposes, 
and for local communities to sup- 
port themselves by local taxes. 

This bill squarely raises the 
question of whether there is a 
responsibility on the part of the | 


of 


which can be levied without a 
vote of the people of the county. 

Witnesses before the Governor's 
advisory committee said that ap- 
proximately $10,000,000 was ob- 
tained annually from local road 
taxes. This could be materially in- 
creased if all counties levied the 
35-cent maximum. 

The pending legislation is in the 
nature of a political stepchild of 
a movement inaugurated by the 
Governor to provide some method 
of aid for rural roads without sac- 
rificing the needs of the main 
highway system. Even before tak- 
ing office in January, he ap- 
pointed the advisory committee, 
headed by former Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark, to study the subject and 
recommend legislation. 


This committee, advised by At- 
torney General J. E. Taylor that 
the Legislature could not legally 
earmark gasoline tax funds for 
country roads or any particular 
type of roads, recommended that 
the tax be increased 2 cents per 
gallon for genera] highway needs. 
The Highway Commission pledged 
that it would take 15,000 miles of 
rural roads into the state system 
within four years, and that within 
10 years it would build them to 
recognized engineering standards 
for supplementary (farm-to-mar- 
ket) roads. 

Counties Want the Money. 

This was not satisfactory to the 
farm lobby nor to the political 
county courts. Under it the High- 
way Commission would spend the 
money. The county judges, backed 
by the farm lobby, wanted to do 
the spending themselves. 
Notwithstanding that since its 
organization nearly 30 years ago 
the commission had scrupulously 
kept every promise it had made, 
the rural forces charged that it 
could not be relied upon to keep 
this one. If this plan had been 
adopted the counties would have 
been relieved of the maintenance 
of an average of 130 miles of road 
per county, and would have had 
all their local money to use for 
‘improvement of the back roads.

Whenever there is objection to 
legislation emanating from rural 
areas, it is the custom for its 
supporters to charge that an at- 
tempt is being made to pit the 
city against the country, and that 
has been charged in connection 
with the proposed tax increase.

though the heavy vote against the 
Curry amendment was in St.

Rural Cheating on Tax. 

It is common knowledge that 
there is much “cheating” in rural 
areas under the law which ex- 
empts from the tax gasoline con- 
sumed in non-highway use; that 
is, in farm tractors, airplanes, 
construction work, etc. This ex- 
emption does not extend to auto- 
mobiles, trucks, and busses, even 
though many of them in the larger 
cities never use state highways. 

The volume of gasoline on which 
refunds are paid indicates that a 
very considerable amount of trac- 
tor gasoline finds its way into the 
tanks of the automobiles of a good 
many farmers. 

In 1948, the total tax refunds on 
gasolien amounted to $1,610,548.22, 
of which $1,038,879 was refunded 
to farmers. which represents the 
tax on 51,943,968 gallons of gaso- 
line. The remainder went to rail- 
roads, construction companies and 
other miscellaneous non-highway 


ers. 

In the discussions of road legis- 
lation, there have been sugges- 
tions that refunds should be abol- 
ished. Regardless of the “cheat- 
ing,” there have been opinions éx- 
pressed that th farmers should be 
willing to contribute at least the 
amount of these refunds to build- 
ing their own roads.

Dartmouth citizens were aroused 
at Pollitt’s defense of the Chinese 
Communist army’s shelling of 
British warships on the Yangtze 
river, an attack that cost the life 
of a Dartmouth sailor.

Pollitt tried to speak last night. 
In the midst of his address the 
father of the sailor leaped to the 
platform and handed the Com- 
munist a rope. 

The audience swarmed onto the 
rostrum and the meeting broke up 
in pandemonium. Police escorted 
Pollitt to safety down a_ side 
street as about 1500 persons booed. 
Some of them followed Pollitt to 
the home of a local Communist, 
then “later ré-formed on a hill 
above the town at dawn.

OPERATION FOR 
FISH HOOK REMOVAL 


Barb Imbedded in 
Its Neck. 


A blue heron underwent an oper- 
ation yesterday at the Humane 
Society of Missouri shelter. A 
small fish hook was removed from 
the back of the bird’s long neck, 
after it was taken to the shelter 
by a 9-year-old boy, who found it 
struggling in a field near Valley 
Park. — 

The boy, Ronnie Patient, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nute Patient of 
Valley Park, was riding in his 
father’s truck when he saw the 
bird. He asked his father to stop 
the truck while he investigated. 

Ronnie captured the bird with- 
out much difficulty, he related, 
and took it to his father. The fish 
hook was attached to g length of 
fishing line, which had wound 
around the bird’s neck, and the 
heron had swallowed the other 


end: of the line, apparently in an 
effort to pull the hook out of its 
neck, 

Patient cut the fishing line and 
they put the bird in the truck and 
drove to the Humane Society’s 
shelter, 1210 Macklind avenue, 
where the society’s staff veterina- 
rian removed the hook. It ap- 
parently had been imbedded in 
the heron’s neck for several days 
as there was considerable scar 
tissue surrounding it, the veteri- 
narian said.

collected $32,450 from the state in 
1946-47 for part-time work as rod- 
men for the Illinois Highway Di- 
vision. 

Employment of players on traf- 
fic counts and as pavement in- 
spectors previously had been made 
known by the university and the 
employment was approved by 
Kenneth L. Wilson, Western Con- 
ference athletic commissioner. 

In October 1947, however, the 


university decided to discontinue 


the pracetice “because a political 


campaign was coming on and offi- 
cials feared the presence of stu- 
dents on the state payroll might 
be used for political purposes,” a 
university spokesman said today. 
Other jobs on the university pay- 
roll were obtained for athletes who 
needed funds. 

Rouglas R. Mills, university ath- 
letic director, told the Post- 
Dispatch the players actually 
worked and made monthly re- 
ports of their activities, in line 
with Big Nine rules, which re- 
quire that employment be on “nec- 


essary work” and that full reports 
be made to the commissioner. 
Almost all the more important 
squad members were on the pay- 
roll at one time or another dur- 
ing the two years, receiving $50 a 
month, or one-third the standard 
pay for rodmen. Over-all pay- 
ments ranged as high as $500 a 
year, several players receiving a 
total of $1000 in the two years.

~—Representative Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, said today an Associated 
Press column dealing with a 
speech he made about bombing 
Russia in case of war “attributes 
statements to me which I did not 
make.” 

Cannon made the speech on the 
House floor April 13 in debate on 
a 16-billion-dollar appropriation 
bill. A.P, Columnist James Mar- 
low wrote about it on April 16. 
Marlow quoted parts of the speech 
previously carried by the Associ- 
ated Press and by the New York 
Times. He compared them with 
a different version that appeared 
in the official record of congres- 
sional proceedings. 

Both the A.P. and the Times 

reported that Cannon said: 

“Moscow and every other center 
in Russia, we must hit within one 
week after the war starts, and it 
can be done only by land-based 
Planes such as we have now. We 
will not neccesarily have to _ 
our lard Army over there. 
the next war as in the last Phe. “i 
let us equip soldiers from other 
nations and let them send their 
boys into the holocausts instead 
of sending our own boys.” 

Different in the Record. 

When the Congressional Record 
appeared, this part read: 

“Of course, a war could not be 
won by air power alone. There 
must be troops for occupation and 
Navy ships for transportation. But 
uhder the Marshall Plan and the 
Atlantic pact we will have allies 
with troops and ships who should 
also be given an opportunity to 
discharge their obligations as con- 
tracting powers. 

“Why not let them contribute 
fsome of the boys needed to occu- 
py enemy territory after we have 
demoralized and annihilated the 
enemy territory from the air?” 

Cannon did not say specifically 
what statements were attributed 
to him hy ngly.

“The ariticle in your recent issue 
written by James Marlow on my 
speech against increases in mili- 
tary appropriations attributes 
statements to me which I did not 
make. 

“Clarence Cannon. 

“Please publish.” 

Agrees With Transcript. 

The version reported by the 
Associated Press and New York 
Times agrees with an unofficial

' Members of Congress dre al- 
lowed to correct and change their 
speeches after delivery, so that in 
some instances what appears in 
the Congressional Record is not 
exactly what was said on the floor. 

Marlow said he had asked Can- 
non if there had been any changes 
in this case.

I read from a prepared 
text and that’s what appears in 
the Record.”

FEWER MAJOR CRIME 
HEHE THAN I 1980 


Records Show Decrease De- 
spite 80,000 Population 
Increase. 


The number of major crimes 
committed in St. Louis last year 
was less than it was in the early 
1930s, even though the population 
of the city has increased an esti- 
mated 80,000 since 1930, the Police 
Department reported yesterday. 

A report prepared by Arthur C. 
Meyers Jr., department statisti- 
cian, noted, however, substantia 
increases last year as compared 
with the war years. The reported 
rise, Meyers said, probably re- 
flects principally a better report- 
ing system last year than was in 
effect during the war. 

The police department’s report- 
ing system was overhauled as a 
result of a Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation study in 1946 which 
disclosed gross inaccuracies and 


inconsistencies in police depart- 
ment records. 

Total number of serious crimes 
reported last year was 15,931, an 
increase of 4802 cormpared with 
1947, and the rate per 10000 esti- 
mated population went up from 
12.49 to 17.65. With regard to spe- 
cific classes of crimes, the num- 
ber of assault ard burglary cases 
reported doubled, but most othér 
classes showed decreases. 

Meyers guessed, from a com- 
parison with statistics in other 
cities, that the number of as- 
saults committed here may actu- 
ally be. rising, but he suspected 
that the burglary increase shown 
is merely a result of ‘more accu- 
rate reporting. 

“The facts arrayed in this re- 


— 


port certainly do not support any 
contention that St. Louis is suf- 
fering a crime wave,” he con- 
cluded. “In pa:ticular offenses, it 
is evident that only in the case 
of assault is there any grounds 


for saying that there are more of- |g 


fenses than in earlier years. In 
the case of murder, robbery and 
auto theft, there are clear indi- 
cations of marked. decreases.”

Tanasko Milovich Exhibition 


Anderson, Washington 
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Opens at the Artists’ Guild 


By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

An exhibition of 81 oi] paintings, 
drawings and batiks by Tanasko 
Milovich of the Washington Uni- 
versity art faculty opened yester- 
day at the Artists’ Guild, 812 
Union boulevard. A reception will 
be held today from 3:30 to 7 p.m. 
The display will continue through 
May 10. 

This, the exhibitor’s twentieth 
one-man show in various cities of 
this country, is his first Guild 
display since 1943. It represents 
the production of six years of the 
mature period of a highly indi- 
vidual artist who has won 23 
Guild prizes and other awards in 
national competitions and in the 
Paris Salon, where he has been 
represented three times. 

Clear-cut advances, anda tre- 
mendous amount of work, are evi- 
dent in all of the artist’s three 
mediums. “Resignation,” centrally- 
placed oil portrait, typifies Milo- 
vich’s ability to discern a sitter’s 
One transcendent quality and to 
project it with freshness and 


power. ° 

Creative Portrait Technique. 

The woman's drawn counte- 
nance, with eyes closed, conveys 
strength to endure physical and 
spiritual suffering. Previously, 
Milovich has relied on expression 
in the eyés, as in the adjacent 
“Catherine,” to achieve his effects. 
Another innovation in “Resigna- 
tion” ig an unusual kind of in- 
terrupted stroke in application of 
color, producing tonal vibration in 
such a way as to suggest the 
throb of pain. 

“Girl in White,” one of the 

largest canvases, is an interpreta- 
tion, largely through color, of a 
sensitive and delicate nature. 
Within a narrow range of whitish 
Srays there is an apparently in- 
finite modulation of shade. This 
deliberately limited palette is lent 
character by a base area of muted 
Tosé, 
The drawings range from rugged 
and realistic portraits of* three 
brothers in different branches of 
service in the war to such simpli- 
fied expressions as “Meditation,” 
“Contemplation” and “Atropos,” 
mamed after the Greek Fate who 
cut the thread of life. Heads in 
conte crayon are shaded and mod- 
eled to produce naturalistic plas- 
ticity.

British Intelligence Said 
to Have Papers, Show- 
ing Direct Link of Krem- 
lin With Communists.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., April 23 
(AP)—Britain’s intelligence serv- 
ice was reported today to have re- 
ceived copies of captured orders 
and papers showing the Soviet 
Union is aiding the Chinese Com- 
munists. 


A British source who would not 


permit identification said thesé 
papers showed clear co-ordination 
between the Moscow Government 
and the Chinese Communists. He 
gave no details. 

The Chinese delegation to the 
United Wations heard these re- 
ports with interest. There was 
no official word of any course of 
action, but some U.N. sources said 
if the documents were backed 
with sufficient evidence, they 
could be the basis for a complaint 
by the Chinese Nationalist Gov- 
ernment against Soviet Russia in 
the U.N. Security Coun¢eil. 

Chinese Hold Caucus, 

The Chinese delegation held an 
extraordinary caucus today at 
which the reports were discussed. 
There was no sign, however, of 
any change in the policy of “wait 
and see” adopted by the delega- 
tion. 

U.N. sources said China consid- 
ered bringing up the Chinese sit- 
uation last fall during the Paris 
Assembly to charge that Russia 
had not fully complied with its 
treaty obligations, But this plan 
Was abandoned and it has been 
noted since that Russia has fol- 
lowed a mostscorrect course in 
regard to the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, these sources added. 

On the basis of present infor- 
mation, U.N; ‘observers pointed 
out, there is nothing that can be 
done in the U.N. about the war 
in China. 3 

China has not presented a com- 
plaint. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie made it clear during the past 
winter that he plans not to inter- 
vene as a mediator. No other 
member of the U.N. has shown 
any sign of bringing up the Chi- 
nese situation. 

U. S. May Re-examine Policy. 

Western delegates say privately, 
however, the incidents involving 
British war vessels on the Yangtze 
river undoubtedly will cause Brit- 
air. and the United States to re- 
examine their whole policy to- 
ward China. 

Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, Chi- 
nese Ambassador to the United 
States, is chief delegate for China 
at the U.N. Assembly.

In its simplest terms the Brannan pro- 
posal is to let farm prices fall as farm 
surpluses grow. That would mean prices 
at the grocery and butcher counter low 
enough to enable the people to buy and 
eat what is produced. 

Then a new element is introduced. The 
Brannan plan recognizes that the new low 


prices Gould mean a disastrous depression | 


on the farms and that this depression 
might spread through the economy. So 
it introduces as a competisating factor the 
concept of “income support’ rather than 
“narity of price.” If they sold their 
produce for less than an amount required 
to maintain farm prosperity, the farmers 
would look to the United States Treasury 
to compensate them for the difference. 
That is what “income support’? means. 


This is, of course, a grossly over-simpli- | 


fied statement of the Brannan plan. (It 
scraps the “price parity’ concept which 
has been the formula favored by major 
farm organizations for many years and is 
incorporated in the Hope-Aiken farm act 
of the Republican Eightieth Congress. 


yi Plan Adopted 
Will Cost the Taxpayer. 


Under the “price parity” concept, the 
Government attempts to buy up enough of 
surplus crop production so that the price 
of what goes on the market will approxi- 
mate parity. The parity price, generally 
speaking, is the price which nets the farmer, 
in “real” dollars, or in purchasing power, 
what he netted on the average for the years 
1910-14, which is taken as a period in 
which there was a proper relationship be- 
tween the cost of what the farmer buys and 
the price of what he sells. 

Let there be no mistake: either plan will 
cost the taxpayer money. New and higher 
levels of farm production have been estab- 
lished to meet war needs and our postwar 
commitment to feed other peoples. The war 
is over; the peoples are approaching self suf- 
ficiency in food production, and we are 
faced with enormous surpluses——at present 
price levels. 

No one can tell in advance what either 
program will cost. Factors which cannot 
be anticipated, such as weather, boll weevils, 
potato bugs, and effective demand, which 
in turn is based on the level of prosperity 
in the non-farming community, will de- 
termine the cost. 

And let there be no mistake On this point 
either: there will be a program to support 
farm prices or farm income by drawing on 
the United States Treasury. The recognized 
necessity of maintaining farm prosperity as 
a condition precedent to prosperity of the 
whole economy would assure that even if the 
farm lobby, one of the most influential in 
Washington, did not. Both major parties 
are committed to the principle of farm 
subsidies. 

As between the two plans, the Brannan 
income support program has one obvious 
virtue. Under it, whatever is produced 
would be consumed. Under the price 
parity system part of what is produced 
has been withdrawn from normal con- 
sumption and if not destroyed put to less 
effective use. 

The potato fiasco under the existing parity 
formula furnishes an extreme example. The 
Government is committed to support potato 
prices at 90 per cent parity.

The Govern- 
ment would pay him the difference between 
what he got and the income support formula 
price level of $1.59 a bushel. 

Under the present support program both 
the farmer who co-operates with the Gov- 
ernment in such practices as soil conserva- 
tion, and acreage allotments and the farmer 
who does not, come out about even, since 
both sell in the market the Government is 
committed to support. Under the Brannan 
program the non-co-operator would get the 
market price and nothing else. This alone 
would seem to make the Brannan plan self- 
»olicing—There would be an incentive for 
pli farmers to accept soil conservation, acre- 
age allotments, and marketing agreements

For non-perishables, the principal reliance | 
would be on buying up surpluses and storing 


them, for future use. Among such crops 
are wheat, corn, cotton and wool. The idea 
is that the country needs adequate reserve 
supplies of these crops against drouth or 
other disaster and that when the supplies 
have been built up, farmers can be encour- 
aged through Brannan’s income support 
formulas, to curtail production of these 
crops and turn to the perishables. 

The incentive to do this would lie in pro- 
duction controls and in the higher income 
supports the plan establishes for the latter 
commodities. 

It is in the explanation of this device 
that the slide rules come in handy. Basic 
to the understanding of it is the fundamental 
departure from previous farm support prac- 
tices of “‘parity of price’’ to “income sup- 
port.” 

The income level which would be the ob- 
jective would be a floating 10-year average 
—the real income of farmers, that is their 
purchasing power, in the first 10 of the 
previous 12 years. As of now, assuming 
adoption of the program for 1950, the 10 
years would be the period, 1939 to 1948, 
inclusive. A year later the basic period 
would be 1940-49 inclusive, and so on, 
moving forward one year annually. 


$26,234,000,000 Is Key 
To Income Level. Desired. 


Returning to the 1939-48 period, the 
average of cash receipts from farm market- 
ings was $19,018,000,000. In terms of real 
dollars, that is, purchasing power received 
by the farmers in that period, their average 
return was $18,218,000,000. 

-Then we take the parity index for the 10- 
year period as 100, although it ranged from 
73 in 1939 to 146 in 1948. 

As of March 15 of this year the parity 
index, that is the. prices paid by farmers 
applied to the parity index for the 10-year 
period, stated as 100, was 144. That is, 
farmers were paying.44 per cent more for 
what they bought at March 15 price levels 
than they paid on the average during the 
10-year period. Add that 44 per cent to the 
real income of farmers for the 10-year pe- 
riod and you get a figure of $26,234,000,000. 
All these figures are cash returns from 
marketing and exclude Government sub- 
sidies. 

That $26,234,000,000 is the key figure in 
Brannan’s plan. The objective would be to 
hold farmers’ income at that level in terms 
of real dollars.

provides higher income supports for meat, 
animal food crops, and for milk and other 
perishables omitted from this list that ap- 
plication of the parity formula would pro- 
vide. This is deliberate. It is intended to 
build up our livestock herds and improve 
the nation’s diet and at the same time to 
check overproduction of the storable crops 
which under, a@xisting parity price sup- 
ports farmers’ havé tended to produce for 
no other reason that if they can’t sell them 
anywhere else they can sell them to the 
Government. The Government, if it can’t 
do anything else, can sell them at give- 
away prices for hog feed or fertilizer. 


There is another significant aspect to the 
Brannan plan. There is a cut-off point be- 
yond which the huge industrial farms would 
not be eligible for benefits. Here, again, 


Lanother complicated formula enters the de- 


termination. Its effect, Brannan says, would 
be that family-type farms would be encour- 
aged, because they would get full income 
support. The vast industrial farms would 
get support on the same basis only up to 
about the first $25,000 they received from 
crops marketed. Beyond that point they 
would be on their own, receiving the price 
dictated by the law of supply and demand. 


The formula will be sketched but briefly 
here. Ten bushels of corn is adopted by 
Brannan as a convenient standard. 
makes one unit. Each farmer may count 
on support for 1800 units. Beyond that 
point he would be operating in a free enter- 
prise market, selling what he produces for 
what he can get for it. Unit values for 
other commodities are computed on the 
basis of how much it would take of them to 
equal the income support price for 10 
bushels of corn. For wheat this works out 
as 7.77 bushels to a unit; for milk 3.46 hun- 
dredweight; for oranges, 7.45 boxes; for 


BRANNAN ANSWERS 
SOME QUESTIONS 


ECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 
S BRANNAN answered some impor- 

tant questions about the proposed 
farm plan, as follows: 
Q.—What will your program cost? 
A.—“Four factors make if impossible 
to say. First, no one can tell what 
acreage will be in production. If they 
did know, no one could predict the 
yield per acre. No one can predict 
what the consumer demand will be. 
No one can predict the quality of the 
crops produced and quality determines 
what they will sell for. The cost com- 
parison is not between this program 
and no program, but between the one 
we have now and the proposed pro- 
gram. As between the two, I say the 
proposed program would cost less than 
the existing (Hope-Aiken) program.” 
Q.—To what extent will the farmer, 
the white collar man, and the higher 
tax bracket man pay their share of 
the cost? 
A.—“‘To the same extent they now are 
taxed by the Government, and to the 
same extent they contribute to the 
present farm support program.”’ 
Q.—Why were the years 1938-49 
chosen as “fair profit’’ years for farm- 
ers, rather than the 1910-14 parity 
base? 
A.—‘‘The 1910-14 -period is unreal- 
istic because of changes in farming 
practices. The 1939-48 period is not 
a fixed base—moves forward one year 
each year.”’ 
Q.—wWhat is the limit of income be- 
yond which the prosperous farmer and 
big rancher will not be assisted? 
A.—“‘About $25,000, at present prices. 
What he may produce beyond that he 
is free to sell on the open market, 
but he gets no Government support 
for products he sells after he has 
netted $25,000.” 
Q.—Who conceived the new program? 
Who sold it to President Truman? 
If its formulation was a group activity, 
how long had the idea been studied? 
A.—‘“I guess if anybody was respon- 
sible for the decisions, I was. We 
started working on it back in 1947 
when I was chairman of a group 
named by Senator Anderson, then Sec- 
retary, to draw up a long range farm 
program. Of tourse, we had a lot of 
advice from experts in the Agriculture 
Department. There was a Republican 
Congress then, and we didn’t do too 
much. After Nov. 2, we really went 
to work, and the group met two nights 
a week here in my office. There 
weren’t any obstacles in ‘selling’ the 
idea to the President. I think he 
knows more than any member of his 
cabinet about the farm program.” 
Q.—Does the plan represent a change 
from inflationary to deflationary 
thinking? 
A.—‘*‘It doesn’t represent either. It 
attempts to integrate a plan for agri- 
culture into the total economy. We 
used to talk a hell of a lot about farm 
income, but when we got around to 
expressing ourselves somehow we al- 
ways talked prices. This is the first 
time we started with income and 
reckoned back to commodity prices.’’ 
Q.—News services have reported that 
your plan represents a “long step”’ to- 
ward federally controlled agriculture. 
Does it? 
A.—‘‘That is completely erroneous. 
We do not propose to grant the Fed- 
eral Government one iota of authority 
it does not now possess.”

crops, as the circumstances might indicate 
in particular situations. 

But to get the benefit of any of these, 
the farmer would have to accept certain con- 
ditions designed to assure his participation 
in the over-all program. These conditions 
would require the participating farmer to 
practice sound soil conservation in use of 
his land; to accept such measures as acreage 
allotments, when these are accepted by a 
two-thirds vote of farmers as is now the 
practice under the Hope-Aiken law; market- 
ing quotas and marketing agreements when 
adopted by similar referendums also pro- 
vided for in existing law. 

Any farmer would be free to come in 
or stay out. If he came in, government 
would have a lot to say about how he ran 
his farm. If he stayed out he would be 
that rare bird in present day agriculture— 
the free enterpriser. He could run his farm 
the way it pleased him, and he would sell 
what he produced on the market for what- 
ever he could get for it. Unlike the 
farmer who came in, he couldn't go back 
to the Government and say: “Look here,

Security Administrator Oscar R. Ewing, is: 

“To assure for every individual his 
utmost degree of health—a condition in 
which all his physical and mental powers 
are functioning at their best—through 
providing complete health and medical 
services to everyone in the nation;* to 
do this for every man, woman and child, 
without regard to his race or religion, the 
color of his skin, his. place of national 
origin or the place he lives in our land, 
and without regard for his personal eco- 
nomic status.”’ 

We provide top-flight medicine for the 
well-to-do and that portion of the very poor 
which finds its way to the free beds of 
big-city hospitals. As medical care grows 
more and more complex and expensive, the 
problem is to find a way to take care of 
the great mass of Americans with incomes 
between those extremes. 


Ewing Declares 325,000 


Americans Die Needlessly. 


As many as 325,000 Americans are dying 
every year, Ewing said in a re-

Otherwise, in addition to very general 
supervisory authority, only principal powers 
of the national board would be establish- 
ment of standards to determine who is a 
medical specialist, establishment of maxi- 
mum rates hospitals could charge, . and 
setting of the maximum number of patients 
a doctor or hospital could take care of, 
All this would be done with the assistance 
of the advisory council: 

Doctors and nurses in any area would 
vote on the manner in which they wanted 
to be paid—whether by salary, fixed fee 
for service rendered, or number of patients 
treated—and any doctor who didn’t like 
the decision of the majority could be paid 
in some other way if he could convince local 
authorities it would contribute to efficient 
and economical medical care. Setting of 
rates of payment would be up to state 
and local agencies, which would determine 
also mechanics of payment. Existing Blue 
Cross plans could be utilized. 


Included in the measure is a kind of 
bill of rights for medical personnel. 


and quantity of medical care available to 
their residents, he added. 

In order to make available to all persons 
by 1960 the medical knowledge we now 
have, the United States will need 42,000 
more physicians, 23,000 more dentists and 
163,000 more nurses than we will have by 
that date if medical, dental and nursing 
schools are not expanded, Ewing said. He 


arrived at those estimates by determining 
the ratio of doctor or nurse to population 
in the 12 best-doctored states and then ex- 
tending those figures to the entire country. 
He did not consider whether there is now 


enough medical personnel in those 12 states. 
Those goals, however, are out of reach. 
In part because of long years of educa- 
tion needed to train medical manpower, 
it would be impossible for the United 
States to have enough doctors and nurses 
to go around by 1960, evén if everything 
practicable were started immediately. 

The best we can do, he said, is to increase 
by about 50 per cent the total number of 
graduates of medical, dental and nursing 
schools by 1960. Doing that, he estimated, 
would leave the country short of the goals 
b: 27,000 physicians, 18,000 dentists and 
123,000 nurses, and could be accomplished 
only with the help of Federal funds. After 
1960, however, those deficits would be made 
up rapidly as professional schools poured 
forth increased numers of graduates. 

With regard to hospital beds, Ewing esti- 
mated that 900,000 more beds are needed 
to take care of the present population of the 
United States. Cost, at today’s construction 
prices, would be at least nine billion dollars. 
Rate of progress under existing hospital con- 
struction acts indicates that the United 
States won’t have the 900,000 beds needed 
now until 1986. 

In addition, said Ewing, the United 
States needs to boost its investment in medi- 
cal research, to provide greatly increased 
facilities for public health and preventive 
medicine, and should concentrate on such 
special problems, whose importance is be- 
coming increasingly apparent, as mental

The Social Workers’ Union Replies 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the Post-Dispatch of April 19 ap- 
peared a letter, signed by George George, 
headed “Social Workers’ Pay and 
Unions.” We feel it necessary to give 
some of the facts which may not have 
been available to the writer, since many 
of the impressions shared by him may 
be shared by other contributors to the 
-Community Chest. 

The Social Service Employes Union 
grew out of situations such as this: 
Fifty-five dollars per month, plus lunch, 
paid to maintenance workers in some of 
our institutions; $2400 per year or less 
paid to social workers with six years 
of university preparation for their pro- 
fession. Consider tuition costs, and loss 
of earning power, during this six-year 
period. Consider trying to support a 
family on $55 peg month! 

“It would be in order to inquire on a 
practical basis just how much more 
funds can be raised,” Mr. George writes. 
We refer him to the study by the Econo- 
metric Institute, under Chest auspices, in 
which it is pointed out that this com- 
munity has the resources from which to 
contribute several hundred thousand 
dollars more than is now being raised. 
The same study notes the erroneous im- 
pression of lay persons to the effect 
that social workers are overpaid, where- 
as actually they are paid less than work- 
ers in comparable jobs in private indus- 
try. 


“No social agency carries over a sur- 
plus at the end of the year,” Mr. George 
writes. The fact is that some agencies 
do have surpluses but these must be 
turned back to the Chest, and under 
Chest reguiations may not be used to 
give raises to underpaid employes. | 

Mr. George spends a paragraph “pass- 
ing over” condemnation of the Social 
Service Employes Union. We regret that 
he saw fit to drag in the usual diver- 
sionary red herring. The issues in the 
case happen to be (a) decent salaries, 
and (b) recognition of the union dem- 
ocratically chosen by a majority of ¢m- 
ployes. 

Does the fact that “non-profit jobs 
are not in the same category as those 
‘of carpenters and mechanics,” to quote 
Mr. George, mean that social service 
employes are perpetually condemned to 
starvation wages? What of their own 
families? And if these workers choose 
to better their conditions in the same 
way that 16,000,000 other Americans have 
done, through organizing into a trade 
union, shall we deny them this demo- 
cratic right? The fact is that even in 
the non-profit field conditions have been 
improved, as might be expected, with 
the coming of unions. 

There are gaps in the picture pre- 
sented by Mr. George when he says 
“there are social. agencies in St. Louis, 
not organized, where salaries and work- 
ing conditions are good.” Even a su- 
perficial investigation of the facts would 
have shown that only a handful of the 
100 Chest agencies need not be ashamed 
of the salaries they are paying. Fol- 
lowing Mr. George’s logic, would he say 
that the American trade union move- 
ment should fold up because he is able 
to point to several plants where condi- 
tions are good? 

. * * 

Similarly, when he says, “In somé 
cities where social agencies are union- 
ized salaries are low,’ we must ask: 
Does Mr. George know what the sal- 
aries were before the entry of the union? 

Highly interesting is Mr. George’s se- 
lection of “development of good will be- 
tween all people” as one of the objec- 
tives of social work. From this there 
flows the inference that, since some ill 
will might follow if social workers main- 
tained their position, it might be best 
if they quietly withdrew and went about 
their business fostering good will in 
some area where no one had any objec- 
tion whatever. 

In some professions the professionals 
are not employes, and no need exists 
for unions. In certain other professions, 
however, among musicians, néwspaper 
men and teachers, for example, the need 
has been demonstrated. If a majority 
chooses its own economic organization, 
why should it be denied the rights 
granted to other citizens? To say that 
“legislators know that non-profit jobs 
are not in the same category as those 
of carpenters” evades the point. 

Non-profit employes were omitted from 
Wagner Act benefits because there was 
no union to speak for them at the time 
the act’ was written. Now, even with 
majorities, employes are dependent on 
the good will of boards of directors. 
What happens to democracy in this 
process? And what happens to the good 
will? Who is responsible for the fric- 
tion, after employes have patiently re- 
quested recognition of their majority for 
over a year? Only concern for the pub- 
lic and its needs has prevented drastic 
action. Have the boards of directors 
-ghown similar concern?

A Time to Think Twice 


This is a free country and Lt. Gen. Ira C. 


Eaker has a constitutional right to say, as he 
did in Biloxi, that he “believes Russia plans to 
attack our country when her dictator thinks he 
can win.” 

The retired Air Force leader’s right of free 
spéech entitles him to run the risk of being 
called a “warmonger,” as he said he probably 
would be called. . 

The quéstion, however, is less one of consti- 
tutional right than one of moral right. Enough 
statements of the sort that Gen. Eaker made ‘and 


in time the idéa that a war with Russia is in-. 


evitable will come to be generally accepted. 

What would be worse, the forces, including 
many in our Government,ewhich shauld continue 
to work to preserve peace will quit their efforts 
as useless. 

Should that time come, the Gen. Eakers may 
be proved “right,” but they themselves will have 
helped materially to bring it about. 

To Gen. Eaker’s credit, let it be said that he 
retired from service in his early 50s, in part at 
least, as he puts it, to be able to “call a spade 
a spade, a Communist a Communist, and a trai- 
tor a traitor without fear of embarrassing the 
War Department or Congress.” | 

But retired or not, Gen. Eaker, who flew in 
the first heavy bomber attack on Europe in 


' 1942, will always speak as a military man. Cer- 


tainly that is the basis on which he is listened 
to. When his remarks are magnified in Russia 
and elsewhere in Europe as “evidence” of the 
spirit of war in America, there will be no ref- 
erence to the fact that Gen. Eaker is not on 
active duty. 

The American people are supporting far and 
away the largest peacetime défense program in 
their history. They do not need to be screamed 
at to keep them aware of the Kremlin’s threat 
to the world. Since that is true, these state- 
ments need to be weighed more for their effect 
abroad than their effect at home.

Dewey opposed the record of the Republican 
Congress on it. The Eighty-first Congress has 
dallied far too long in providing justice to the 
DPs. After all, the old DP blocker, Chapman 
Revercomb of West Virginia, has not been in 
the Senate since January.

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Correction Rather Than Concession 

It may be ironical that France, Great Britain 
and the United States should find it necessary 
to back down in the face of a German political 
party’s refusal to accept the Bonn Constitution. 
Still, it is better to swallow a little pride than 
to force people to adopt a “democratic” govern- 
ment which they do not approve. That would 
only be paving the way for nationalistic dema- 
gogues. It could undermine the entire effort 
to establish a decent, dependable Germany as 
part of the bloc of Western nations. 

Further, the Socialists, Germany’s middle-of- 
the roaders, have a good point. They balk at 
leaving virtually all financial powers to the 
Laender, the component states of the new fed- 
eration. Americans, who know how on occa- 
sion the House of Representatives can thwart all 
other parts of their government through its pow- 
er of the purse, should have realized from the 
beginning that a central government without 
adequate fiscal powers would almost inevitably 
be doomed to’ frustration. 

The Christian Democratic politicians of big 
Bavaria would have liked it that way. They are 
not averse to holding the whip. But would that 
be the best arrangement for the occupying pow- 
ers, let alone for the rest of Germany? 

@ Failure to meet this situation adequately 
brought the Western powers face to face with 
the threatened collapse of plans for the unifica- 
tion of their three zones under a German regime. 
Such a collapse would be a tremendous, un- 
earned viétory for Russia in the cold war. So 
the State Department has hurriedly sent Robert 
D. Murphy back to Germany to make conces- 
sions. He is to offer “financi-’ independence” 


for the proposed new government. Some, but 


not all the restrictions on its taxing power are 
to be removed. It is to be allowed to distribute 
in a poor state funds raised in a wealthy one. 
And s0 on. 

These concessions seem reasonable enough, 
and they should dissolve the impasse. They need 
not be made to appease any particular German 
group. They need not and should not be taken 
as a sign that politicians of a defeated nation, 
if they have spunk enough, can push around the 
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victor nations. Rather, they should be taken as a 
willing correction of a mistake jn the political 
: of some of the occupation authorities. 
They should make possible the free acceptance 
of the Bonn Constitution by the Germans. It is 
a document which in many ways commands re- 
spect, and which could be the foundation of the 
kind of free government which the Western 
world has always wanted in Central Europe.

Equality in the Uniform 
Secretary of Defense Jofinson has asked the 
arméd services to submit to him by May 1 their 
plans for ending racial discrimination. These 
were to be formulated in compliance with an ore 
der issued by President Truman last summer. 
In calling for the plans, Mr. Johnson said he had 


set standards for them earlier this month. These, 


yardsticks, happily, represent a practical as well 
as an idealistic approach to a problem which is 
admittedly difficult. 

Individual merit is their key. There is to be 
only one set of tests for enlistment, attendance 
at service schools and assignment to duty. There 
are to be no second-class citizens in the uniform 
of the United States. “All individuals, regard- 
less of race, will be accorded equal opportunity 
for appointment, professional improvement, pro- 
motion and retention in their respective com- 
ponents of the military establishment,” said the 
Secretary. At the same time, he said that “some 
units may continue to be manned by Negro per- 
sonnel.” 

There are circumstances under which it would 
be obviously unwise to lump all the men, white 
and colored, from one community in the same 
military unit. Negroes well understand this. The 
New York Times calls it a matter of common 
sense. Yet that newspaper continues: 

The use of common sense in operations 
does not for®%ne moment negate the central 
fact: that there shall be no discrimination 
in respect to opportunity and to the recoge 
nition of merit. This needs to be empha- 
sized on every possible occasion, not merely 
in our defense services but in every part 
of our political and social fabric. 

Legislative enactments and military directives, 
of course, are not enough to relieve long-stand- 
ing prejudices. That is for a gradually develop- 
ing national conscience. But Secretary John- 
son’s order is an evidence of such growth in 


the United States. 
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Salute to Nine Illinoisans 


As Illinois finds out about the Broyles bills 
to regulate the thinking of teachers and other 
citizens, it will appreciate the more the forth- 
right stand of nine of its State Senators. 

These nine Senators, some of one party and 
some of the other, voted against the series of 
ill-conceived measures, now pending in the 
House at Springfield. Five are from Southern 
Illinois districts: Timothy C. Donnelly of Carlin- 
ville, Kent Lewis of Robinson,’ John J. Parish 
of Centralia, Elbert S. Smith of Decatur and 
Robert J. Young Jr. of Hurst. The four Chicae 
goans are: William J. Connors, A. L. Marovitz, 
Edward P. Saltiel and Christopher C. Wimbish. 

This means that the Senators who represent 
23 Central and Southern Hlinois counties did 
not succumb to the jitters, and that is a mighty 
good showing on the side of sanity for one 
section of the state. It is too bad that one other 
Southern Illinois Senator did not keep his hat 
on straight, mamely, Paul W. Broyles of Mount

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Why Fire Risks Are Ignored 

How difficult4t can be to eliminate fire haze 
ards is shown by what is happening at City Hos- 
pital. Inspections made after the Effingham 
fire showed that two dormitories at the munici- 
pal institution are unsafe. So the 55 women em- 
ployes who live in these buildings are being 
evicted. 

Henry S. Caulfield, former Director of Public 
Welfare, gave little thought to replacing the 
buildings or repairing them. With the city run- 
ning a heavy deficit, this is understandable. But 
will not the inability to provide cheap housing 
for rather low-paid employes make it difficult 
for the hospitak to keep such help? Perhaps that 
is why the buildings were not vacated sooner. 


If the two buildings had been hospital struc- 
tures, it would have been impossible to empty 
them without sacrificing sorely needed beds. 
Would not the decision then have been to take a 
chance that fire would not break out? As the 
Fire Marshal’s report showed, such chances are 
being taken in other St. Louis institutions. Can 
the hospital administrators be blamed if they 
make the most of the facilities available? 

Under such conditions, fire warnings are ig- 
nored. Reports on hazards mean little if the 
means for correcting them are not forthcoming. 
It will be interesting to note six months from 
now just how many known hazards have been 
eliminated.

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‘*Rudeness Is Not Redness’’ 


Part of a Statement by Robert M. Hutchins, Chancellor of the University 
of Chicago, Before the Illinois Subversive Activities Commission 


The reason given (for the Illinois’ Leg- 
islature’s investigation of “subversive ac- 
tivities” at the University of Chicago and 
Roosevelt College) was that some hundreds 
of young people, about 20 per cent of whom 
were students at the University of Chicago, 
demonstrated in an impolite manner against 
certain bills pending in the Legislature. The 
penalty does not seem to fit the crime. 
Rudeness and redness are not the same. 


I recognize that it is provoking to the 
Legislature to be impolitely-treated when 
it is conscientiously 
performing its duties. 

But even if I admit- 

ted that students of 

the university were 

as impolite as they 

are alleged to have 

been, I could not ad- 

mit that impoliteness 

was even presump- 

tive evidence of sub- 

versive activity or 

that the fact that 

students wére impo- Robert M. Hutchins 
lite showed that they had been taught to 
be impolite or subversive by the faculty of 
the University of Chicago. 


Students Are Citizens, Too 


The bills against which these students 
demonstrated were not so obviously per- 
fect as to suggest that anybody who dem- 
onstrated against them was subversive or 
engaged in subversive activities. Three out 
of four newspapers in Chicago are opposed 
to these bills. 

These students exercised their right as 
American citizens to protest against pend- 
ing legislation of which they disapproved. 
They were entirely right to disapprove. The 
Broyles bills are unnecessary, since any 
dangers against which they are designed 
to protect us aré already covered by laws 
now on the statute books. They are, in my 
opinion as a former professor of law, un- 
constitutional. 

And, worst of all, they are un-American, 
since they aim at thought-control. They 
aim at the suppression of ideas. 

It is now fashionable to call anybody 
with whom you disagree a Communist or a 
fellow-traveler. So Branch Rickey darkly 
hinted the other day that the attempt to 
eliminate the reserve clause in baseball 
contracts was the work of Communists, 


One who criticizes the foreign policy of 
the United States, or the draft, or the At- 
lantic Pact, or who believes that our mili- 
tary establishment is too expensive, can be 
called a fellow-traveler, for the Russians 
are of the same opinion. One who thinks 
that there are too many slums and too 
much lynching in America can be called a 
fellow-traveler, for the Russians say the 
same, 

Thought-Control, the Great Menace 


One who opposes racial discrimination or 
the Ku Klux Klan can be called a fellow- 
traveler, for the Russians claim that they 
ought to be opposed. Anybody who wants 
any change of any kind in this country can 
be called a fellow-traveler, because the Rus- 
sians want change in this country, too., 


The Constitution guarantees freedom of 
speech and the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble. The American way has 
beer to encourage thought and discussion. 
We have never been afraid of thought and 
discussion. The whole educational system, 


and not mérely the University-of Chicago, 
is a reflection of the Américan faith in 
thought and discussion as the path to 
peaceful change and improvement. 

The danger to our institutions is not from 
the tiny minority who do not believe in 
them. It is from those who would mistak- 
enly repress the free spirit upon which 
those institutions are built. The miasma of 
thought-control that is now spreading over 
the country is the greatest menace to the 
United States since Hitler. 

There are two ways of fighting subver- 


sive ideas. One is the policy of repression. 


This policy is contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the Constitution. It cannot be 
justly enforced, because it is impossible to 
tell precisely what people are thinking; 
they have to be judged by their acts. 


Repression or Education? 


It has been generally thought that the 
widest possible latitude should be given to 
freedom of speech and publication, on the 
ground that the expression of differing 
points of view, some of which are bound 
to be unpopular, is the way to progress in 
the state. Hyde Park Corner in London, 
where anybody may say anything, has long 
been a symbol of the confidence of. the 
Anglo-Saxon world in the ability of demo- 
cratic institutions to withstand criticism, 
and evén to nourish itself upon it. 


The policy of repression of ideas cannot 
work and never has worked. The alterna- 
tive to it is the long, difficult road of edu- 
cation, To this the American people have 
been committed. It requires patience and 
tolerance, even in the face of intense provo- 
cation. It requires faith in the principles 
and practices of democracy, faith that when 
the citizen understands all forms of gov- 
ernment he will prefer democracy and that 
he will be a better citizen if he is con- 
vinced than he would be if he were coerced. 


State’s and School’s Common Aim 


- The Legislature and the University of 
Chicago are both opposed to Communism. 
The task of the Legislature is not merely 
to protect the people by passing laws that 
prevent the minority from overthrowing the 
state. It is to eliminate those social and 
economic evils and those political injus- 
tices which are the sources of discontent 
and disaffection. The members of the fac- 
ulty of the university have many times as- 
sisted the Legislature in its efforts to dis- 
cover and remedy these evils and injustices, 
and they are ready at all times to assist it. 


The task of the university is to enlighten 


the community, to provide citizens who. 


know the reasons for their faith and who 
will be a bulwark to our democracy be- 
cause they have achieved conviction through 
study and thought. The university does 
not claim that it is perfect or that it al- 
ways succeeds. It asserts, however, that 
the policy of education 4s better than the 
policy of repression and that it is earnest- 
ly dedicated to making the policy of educa- 
tion produce the results that the American 
people have believed it can produce. 

All the university asks of the Legislature, 
and all it has ever asked of it, is a sym- 
pathetic understanding of this task.

ee didn’t get enough for what I 


sold—you pay the difference.” 

For reasons explained earlier, 
when the potato problem was men- 
tioned, the rugged individualist 
who wants to run his own farm 
the way he wants to run it 
shared, under the Hope-Aiken law, 
the protection of the farmer who 
elected to co-operate with Depart- 
ment of Agriculture program for 
curtailing production and main- 
taining price parity. This for the 
simple reason that the Govern- 
ment, undertaking to support the 
market price for any commodity, 
necessarily supported it for all 
producers, because al] sold in the 
game market—those who co-oper- 
ated and those who didn’t. 

But the Brannan plan would 
deny this protection to those 
who did not co-operate, and with 
surpluses piling up it would be 
reasonable to expect that vir- 
tually all farmers would choose 
to come in under the Govern- 
ment umbrella. 

It is this aspect of the pro- 
posal, no doubt, that has led 
some of its critics to assail it as 
“socialism,” “regimentation,” or 
a new form of the lately un- 
lamented pyramid clubs. 

One critic, who has not indulged 
in these convenient scare words, 
but who has serious objections to 
the program, is Senator Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, co-author of the 
Hope-Aiken bill which the Bran- 
nan proposal, if enacted, would 
supplant. Aiken knows the farm 
problem, approaches its solution 
with sympathy, and no one has 
yet accused him on farm or other 
legislation of opposing a Demo- 
cratic program just because it was 
a Democratic programe 

Tempering his criticism with the 
observation that Brannan, a career 
man in the Department of Agri- 
culture, was a sincere, honest pub- 
lic servant; that his program 
merited careful study by Congress; 
that he would resent any implica- 
tion that Brannan was in any way 
socialistic, and that the Brannan 
program was for the most part 
the Hope-Aiken law “in a new 
dress,” Aiken took the floor of 
the Senate to oppose not its ob- 
jectives, but its methods. 

He based his criticism on what 
he described as four radical de- 
partures from the Hope-Aiken law 
methods. These were: 

The requirement that each

in order to qualify for supports. 

Supports would be limited to 
production of about $20,000 
(Brannan’s figure is $25,000) of 
commodities produced on each 
farm and would not apply to 
commodities produced in excess 
of that amount. 

The Brannan program pro- 
vides for what amounts to sup- 
port at 100 per cent of parity for 
10 major commodities. (The non 
perishables and animal food 
crops, production. of which, as 
explained earlier, would he en- 
couraged under the Brannan 
plan.) 

The income support feature, 
abandoning the “parity price” 
formula already approved by 
Congress. 

“The direct effect of these four 
recommendations, if they are 
adopted,” Aiken said, “would be 
far reaching Government control 
over the nation’s agriculture. This 
is a very high price to pay for 
a guaranteed income.” 

The question might fairly be 
asked, but wasn’t: “If the Govern- 
ment is going to be called on to 
pay billions of subsidies to farm- 
ers, as it will be under the Hope- 
Aiken law, Brannan’s plan, or any 
other support program, isn’t it to 
be expected that the Government 
will have a lot to say about how 
farmers plan their production?” 

Aiken has been about the only 
member of Congress with the 
courage and integrity to stand up 
and express his opposition to Bran- 
nan’s proposal. Other Republicans, 
remembering what happened to 
their party in the farm belt last 
November, have adopted the po- 
sition that caution is the better 
part of valor when it comes to 
attacking any program intended 
to help the farmers. 

The big farm organizations have 
withheld any forthright comment, 
as, for instance, the Farm Bureau 
officers have said the membership 
would have to be polled before 
that organization would express 
an opinion. The National Farm- 
ers Union, representing mostly 
small farmers, is enthusiastic, its 
only criticism being that the plan 
does not go far enough toward 
helping small farmers. 

In the Senate, Chairman Thom- 
as -of the agriculture committee, 
has expressed his general approval 
without committing himself to 
details, and said he would hold 
hearings as soon as the bill is 
pesented. It has not yet been 
drafted. In the House, Chairman 
Cooley of that agriculture com- 
mittee, said he was “inclined to 
look with favor” on the Brannan 


'idea, and predicted that some but 
‘not all of its provisions would be 


incorporated in a new farm Dill 
on which Congress will act at this 
session. 

At this writing, it looks very 
much as though Secretary Bran- 
nan, who rates as an “Old New 
Dealer” even though he is but 45 
and would not look that except for 
his bald pate, has done what only 
a wizard could do. 

He has evolved a plausible plan 
for fulfilling the Truman pledge 
of last year—to keep farm prices 
high and reduce the cost of food 
to the consumer. Brannan’s pro- 
gram, unless there are some as 
yet undiscovered “bugs” in it, 
would do that for at least the 
average consumer—the one who is 
not in the upper income tax 
brackets.

Still, under the Brannan plan, 
the taxpayer will pay only once. 
Remember those potatoes? The 
taxpayer paid the Government so 
that it could remove the surplus 
from the market, and paid again 
at the grocery counter the high 
prices made possible by his taxes 
which created the artificial scarc- 
ity. Those prices went so high 
that we are now consuming fewer 
potatoes than we did before the 
war, despite the large increase in

ing of the world which has oc- 
curred in the period since. For 
our troubles today, while intensi- 
fied by the development of trans- 
port and communication, do not 

differ in nature from those of a 

century and a half ago. His- 

tory repeats its tragedies for 
those who will not learn from 
the past. And not the least of 
the miracles of modern science 
is our continued faith that its 
progress is of supreme advant- 

age to mankind.

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Home Builders Here Planning 


20 Per Cent More Houses With 
60 Per Cent at Lower Prices

Houses at $10,000 and more have become items of “buyer's choice” 
in the St. Louis market and throughout the nation this spring, surveys 
by responsible representatives of realty gales agencies and the home 


building industry report. 


The result is that, although construction of homes here continues 
ateady for price brackets ranging from $10,000 to $50,000, the bulk of 
homes to be built this year are being designed to reach a vast market 
eof buyers that hasn’t been touched since the war ended—buyers who 


feel they can afford to spend frome | 


$5000 to $10,000 for a home. 

Early surveys of what builders 
have planned indicated that, as a 
nation-wide average, 10 per cent 
fewer homes of all classes will be 
built this year than last. In St. 
Touis, however, a survey com- 
pleted last week by Mark Thomp- 
gon, executive vice president of 
the Home Builders’ Association of 
Greater St. Louis, indicates home 
building here may run 20 per cent |. 
higher than it did last year. The 
Association represents about 25 
per cent of all home construction 
agencies in the area, but probably 
is typical for the whole, since the 
members operate in most price 
classes and build (individually) 
from six to 200 or 300 houses a 
year. 

Last year, members of the as- 
gociation built 1758 of the 65171 
projected dwelling units in the 
area. Thompson's survey indi- 
cated they contemplate construc- 
tion this year of 2100.. Sixty per 
cent of the houses planned for 
this year by association members 
will be built to sell for less than 
$10,000. The average will range 
from $8650 to $9250. 

Twenty-five per cent of the 
houses to be built by association 
members in 1949 will range in 
price from $10,000 to $20,000, and 
the remaining 15 per cent will 
range above $20,000. 

Last year, about 50 per cent of 
Association member houses were 
done at prices below $10,000; thus 
half the indicated 20 per cent in- 
crease in total construction this 
year will be added in the lower 
price field. In other price brack- 
ets, the theme of operation is to 

“produce a better property for the 
money.” 

Construction trouble spots still 
persist, but many are gradually 
fading away. One St. Louis home 
builder said last week, “if we get 
a batch of doors now that don’t 
meet our specifications, we can 
gend ‘em back. Until now, we 've

Money Lenders 


-CHICAGO—That ample mort- 
gage money is available for all 
needs is indicated by a study just 


completed by the Mortgage Bank- 
ers Association of America which 
shows that the market for mort- 
gages among insurance companies, 
banks, mutual savings banks and 
savings and loan associations con- 
tinues good and has expanded 
considerably in the last few 
months. Sixty per cent of the in- 
surance companies polled say that 
corporate bonds no longer offer 
more attractive yields than mort- 
gages and a majority of them in- 
dicated that they would like to in- 
crease their mortgage volume. 

After the market for Govern- 
ment bonds broke in late 1947,, 
many institutional investors cut 
their purchases of mortgages 
somewhat in favor of corporate 
bonds because of the latter’s more 
attractive yield. Thus, these in- 
vestors were not as active in the 
mortgage market in 1948 as they 
had been previously. The trend 
is now swinging back to mort- 
gages, the report indicates. 

The study was conducted under 
the supervision of Robert H. 
Pease, Chicago, co-chairman of the 
education committee and _ vice 
president of Draper & Kramer, 
Inc., Chicago. 

All the insurance companies 
polled are making residential 
loans, and 95 per cent are loaning 
on stores and apartments, but 
only 40 to 50 per cent are lending 
on hotels, office buildings and in- 
dustrial properties.

Stucco Makes 
Comeback Now 
As House Wall 


Seeking to hold costs in line, or 
reduce them wherever possible, 
-home builders this year are turn- 
ing to new materials and, in some 
cases, returning to materials that 
have been long neglected or, in the 
immediate post-war years, unob- 
tainable. 

Stucco, always a standby in 
California, is one of the materials 
on the “comeback” trail. 

Stucco fell into disrepute in the 
Midwest because of bad results 
obtained in the “Jerry-building” 
days after World War I, when 
magnesite was used as the aggre- 
gate and wood lath as the founda- 
tion. Californians are said never 
to have used magnesite for stuc- 
co, and never ran into the kind of 
trouble that plagued Midwest: 
stucco builders. 

Today’s stucco, which builders

To Home Need 
Not Confuse 


CHICAGO—Home buyers in 1949 
need not be confused by the grow- 
ing controversy over a suitable ra- 


tio between the cost of the new 
home and the buyer, because it is 
possible for local lending institu- 
tion personnel to judge individual 
cases and advise soundly. 

Suggesting to this year’s buyers 
that they put all their cards on 
the table in seeking the advice of 
a mortgage lender on how much 
they can afford, the United States 
Savings and Loan League’ says 
that the family’s standards of 
living and the standards of those 
with whom they associate cause 
wide variety in the suitable ratio. 

Two and a half to three times 
the annual income used to be a 
pretty good rule of thumb for a 
suitable investment in a home, the 
League said. While some now feel 
that this is too large an under- 
taking for the average family in 
view of higher taxes and other 
changes in the character of the 
postwar economy, it is still a very 
good rule for the majority. On the 
other hand, there are some fam- 
ilies which could afford a home 
even more costly than that in re- 
lation to their incomes, especially 
where living habits have been 
frugal over generations.

The trainer previously had ex- 
pressed the opinion there would 
be no Derby horse from the Calu- 
met barns this year because of 
the poor showing of De Luxe. 

Jones said he had no idea who 
may have administered the drug 
to the colt or how it was done, 

He said he had a similar experi- 
ence with three horses in New 
York about 10 years ago but this 
was his first experience of that 
nature in Kentucky.

Spring Beauty 


A Weekend Trip 
Into the Ozarks

ACH spring at about this time, the letters start to ar 
rive asking how one can see the most of the Ozarks in 
the least time. Each spring, since it seems impossible 
for us ever to keep abreast of these letters, we suggest one 
or several trips which have 
long been ‘favorites of ours. 
We make these recom- 
mendations without regard 
to highway promotion 
groups and other folks with 
something to sell — not be- 
cause we are not heartily in 
sympathy with their enter- 
prises, but because we have 
found that spring often 
comes most beautifully 
along the by-ways. 
Lately the Missouri State 
Division of Resources and 
Development has done its 
best to take this task off 
our hands by publishing 
maps of the various recrea- 
tional areas with all points 
of interest marked, and list- 
ings of resorts and other 
stopping places along the 
way. 
Certainly anyone who ‘drives out of the St. Louis area for 
a weekend should avail himself of these maps. But make a 
note that Possum Trot doesn’t have them for distribution and 
write the Division of Resources and Development at Jefferson 
City.

Spring is late this year—later in our Ozark country 
than in Forest Park and St. Louis county. Our redbud 
finally started to bloom and is in full glory this week- 
end; but it will be another few days—say May 1—before 
there'll be the snowy mass of dogwood covering the 
hills. Some wildflowers are in full bioom—others are 
still to come. 

Right now the bluebells are at their peak in our 
valley. But you don’t see wildflowers at their best by 
driving along the highways; you must take along a 
picnic tunch, park the car, and exp.ore the creeks 
which follow along the limestone bluffs.

@ I'VE SAID IT IN THIS COLUMN BEFORE —St. Louisans 
are favored among city dwellers by the ease with which they 
may shed the environment of high brick walls and crowded 
pavements when spring and autumn send out their urgent 
call, One may escape by streetcar into the country-side. Many 
bua lines follow highways which offer much in scenic beauty. 
But of course the fellow with the automobile has an advan- 
tage, for he can start out along any of a dozen routes, then 
turn aside on some winding country lane or steeply climbing 
mountain track whenever the spirit moves him. 

It is for these that we generally make our recommendations 
for spring trips into the Ozarks—and we suggest the Ozarks 
because here will be found the dogwood and redbud in great- 
est profusion, wild plum and blackhaw, whole fields of lavender 
verbena—and constant vistas across hill and valley wrapped 
in the enchantment of spring.

@ IF YOU’VE TIME FOR A WEEKEND, PERHAPS you'll 
start out over Highway 30—the historic Gravois Road—and fol- 
low its winding, hilly course across the waterseds of Meramec 
and Big River. At St. Clair, it joing U.S. 66 which you will 
follow to Cuba and then turn south to Steelville. Here you 
will want to turn aside to see the beautiful Meramec Spring, 
closest to St. Louis of all the great springs of the Ozarks. 

From Steelville, Highway 19 will take you south through 
Salem; and if it is in mid-week, you may want to turn west- 
ward here on 32 to Montauk State Park, headwaters of Cur- 
rent River and favorite resort of St. Louis trout fishermen, 
who pretty well fill up the comfortable accommodations on 
al] spring weekends. 

Montauk is as unspoiled as any State Park could be, and 
the small closed-in valley with ‘its steep surrounding hills is 
a botanist’s paradise. There are clean, well-appointed cabins 
at the Park, and excellent food; but make reservation if 
you're going there on a weekend,

@ CONTINUING SOUTH AGAIN ON HIGHWAY 19, you'll 
want to stop at Shannondale Community House to meet the 
Reverend Bucher and learn something of the fine work which 
is being done there. Then on to Round Spring, where the 
highway crosses Current River, and so to Eminence, where 
there are good accommodations. A side-trip of six or seven 
miles wil] take you to Alley Spring on Jacks Fork, most pic- 
turesque of all Missouri streams. 

Alley is the third largest of our springs and one marked 
for destruction in the program for damming Current River. 
That this may be your last chance to see these crowning 
giories of the Ozarks is one reason I’ve chosen the “Big 
Springs Country” for our tour, though it also offers more in 
scenic beauty and spring blossoms than any section of Mis- 
souri. 

If you continue south from Eminence through Winona and 
en to Alton, you are certain to gain new appreciation of our 
Ozark forests as a great natural resource and of the job done 
by the Forest Service in restoring these stripped, burned, over- 
grazed lands to productivity in a few short years.

This road passes the edge of the Eleven points 
Wildlife Refuge which has helped bring back the Mis- 
souri deer herd from a few hundred animals in 1927 to 
its present status of more than 50,000 deer. Turn aside 
here, if you’ve no firearms aboard, on one of the Forest 
Service truck trails and you're likely to see a doe with 
a pair of spotted fawns. Also, where the highway 
crosses Eleven Points River, there is the great Greer 
Spring which is a sight worth seeing.

@ THE COUNTRY YOU'VE BEEN DRIVING through is the 
Irish Wilderness which lies along Eleven Point River between 
Highways 60 and 14; and it is one of the wildest and least 
densely populated areas in the state. The story I’ve heard of 
how it got its name is interesting. In the days of the railroad 
building, after the Civil War, a crew of Irish workmen with 
their families and a devoted “Padre” were left stranded at the 
“end of steel” when building operations were suspended. The 
priest, not wanting to lose his flock, searched out this place 
where land could be had almost for the asking, if a man 
didn’t mind bucking the wilderness. 

Here the congregagion settled, and thus the Irish Wilder- 
ness got its name. There’s a sequel of struggle and of how 
many of the people were driven away by postwar “bush- 
whackers” and bands of guerrillas who made the Wilderness 
their headquarters. 

And now that I'we gotten you thoroughly stranded in the 
Wilderness, you'll haye to enjoy the dogwood, redbud and 
azaleas—and the tall pines and scarlet oaks—until I can rescue 
you in the next installment.

among the Japs and sent us radio news of their movements. - 


That is, he sent the news until one day. 

The people intervene. The old savage who wanted more than 
anything else in the world to jump from an airplane and float 
down to earth in a parachute. “Alla same big fella bird!” he 
used to shout, écstatically, until one day we took him up and 
shovéd him out. Ever afterward he walked in silence among the 
black men, a soul apart, like one who had discovered things best 
hidden from humanity. 

Or I get started on the mad commander who used to get up 
at 2 o’clock in the morning and scuff barefooted over the floors 
of his new hut. “Carpenter! Carpenter!” he would shout into 
the jungle night. “There’s a rough spot over here!” And some 
drowsy enlisted man would shuffle from his sweating bunk and 
appear with sanding blocks. “See if you can get those splinters 
out, son,” the commander would say softly. 

Take the other night up in Detroit. Some of us were waiting 
for a train. The air in the saloon was heavy. For more than an 
hour a major told us about his experiences with Patton in Africa, 
in Sicily, and in France. He used great phrases such as: “vast 
deployment to the east,” “four crushing days into Palermo,” “a 
sweeping thrust toward the open land south of Paris,” “a gigantic 
pincers movement toward the heart of Von Rundstedt’s position.” 
» When he had won the war, he turned to me and asked, 
“What was it like in the Pacific?” I started to reply as honestly 
as I could. But somehow or other I got mixed up with that kid 
I knew on a rock out there. Twenty-seven months on one rock. 
Heat itch all the time. Half a dozen trees. Got involved in. the 
bootlegging scandal. Helped repair a ship bound for the landing 
at Kuralei. And then he got a cablegram from home. 

“Why, hell!” the major snorted. “Seems all he did was sit 
on his rear and wait.” 

“That’s exactly it!” I cried, happy to find at last someone 
who knew what I was talking about. 

“That’s a hell of a way to fight a war!” he grunted in disgust, 
and within the moment we had crossed the Rhine and were 
coursing the golden tanks‘ down the autobahnen. 
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UT our war was waiting. You rotted on New Caledonia wait- 
b ing for Guadalcanal. Then you sweated 20 pounds away in 

Guadal waiting for Bougaiagville. There were battles, of course. 
But they were flaming things of the bitter moment. A blinding 
flash at Tulagi. A day of horror at Tarawa. An evening of terror 
on Kuralei. Then you relaxed and waited. And pretty soon you 
hated the man next to you, and you dreaded the look of a coconut 


tree. 
I served in the South Pacific during the bitter days of °41 


through ’43. I was only a paper-work sailor, traveling from island 


to island, but I did get to know some of the men who actually 
directed the battles. There was Old Bull Halsey who had the 
guts to grunt out, when we were taking a pasting, “We'll be in 
Tokyo by Christmas!” None of us Believed him, but we felt 
better that we were led by men like him. 

I also knew Adm, McCain in a very minor way. He was an 
ugly old aviator. One day he flew over Santo and pointed down 
at that island wilderness and said, “That’s where we'll build our 
base.” And the base was built there, and millions of dollars were 
spent there, and everyone agrees that Santo was the best base 
the Navy ever built in the region. I was always mighty proud of 
McCain, for he was in aviation, too. 

Then there was little Aubrey Fitch who fought his planes in 
all the battles and banged away until the Japs just had to stop 
coming. I knew him later. «I saw Vandegrift, of the Marines, 
who made the landing at Guadal, and bulldog Gen. Patch who 
cleaned up that island and then went on to take southern France. 

Seeing these men in their dirty clothes after long hours of 
work knocked out any ideas I had of heroes. None of them was 
ever a hero to me. It was somewhat like my introduction to Adm. 
Millard Kester, who led the great strike at Kuralei. I was in 
the head at Efate when I heard. a great swearing in one of the 
improvised booths. Out came a rear admiral with the zipper of 
his pants caught in his-underwear. “Goddamned things. I never 
wanted to buy them anyway. Sold me a bill of goods.” 

I laughed at his predicament. “Don’t stand there gawking. 
Get someone who can fix:these zippers,” he snapped, only he had 
a lot of adjectives before the infuriating zippers. I went into 
the bar. . 

“Anybody in here fix a zipper?” I asked, and a chief machinist 
said he thought he could, but he was drunk and all he did was to 
rip the admiral’s underwear, which made me laugh again. And 
finally my laughing made Adm. Kester so mad that he tore off 
both his pants and his underwear and ripped the cloth out of the 
offending zipper and threw it away. Even then the zipper 


wouldn’t work. 
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O there he was in just a khaki shirt, swearing. But finally 
Sr got a machinist who wasn’t drunk, and the zipper was 


fixed. Then Adm. Kester put his pants back on and went into . 


the bar. Fortunately for me, he didn’t know my name then. 

There were the men from the lesser ranks, too. Luther Billis, 
with dovés tattooed on his breasts. And good Dr. Benoway, a 
worried, friendly man. Tony Fry, of course, was known by every- 
body in the area after his brush with Adm. Kester. The old man 
saw Fry’s TBF with 12 beer bottles painted on the side. 

“What in hell are those beer bottles for, Fry?” the Admiral 
asked. 

“Well, sir. This is an old job. I use it to ferry beer in,” 
Tony replied without batting an eyelash. “Been on 12 missions, 
sir!” ‘ 

“Take those goddam beer bottles off,” the Admiral ordered. 
Tony kept the old TBF, of course, and continued to haul beer in 
it. He was a really lovely guy. 

They will live a long time, these men of the South Pacific. 
They had an American quality. They, like their victories, will be 
remembered as long as our generation lives. After that, like the 
men of the Confederacy, they will become strangers. Longer and 
longer shadows will obscure them, until their Guadalcanal sounds 
distant on the ear like Shiloh and Valley Forge. 

I am always astonished when an American says, “The Coral 

Sea? Where is that? I never heard of the Coral Sea.” Believe 
me, Australians and New Zealanders know all about it. The 
battle we fought there will be in their history books for some 
time. Perhaps I can explain why. 
In mid-April of 1942 I was one of a small group of officers 
who went ashore on the extreme eastern tip of Vanicoro Island, 
in the New Hebrides. We carried with us a broadcasting station, 
enough food for two months, and 12 enlisted men who knew how 
to repair PBYs. It was our intention to make daily reports on 
the weather and whatever other information we obtained. The 
airplane repair men were to service any flying boats forced down 
in our large bay. 

Adm. Kester personally saw us off in the tiny tramp steamer 
which took us north from Noumea. “We can’t go back any 
farther,” he told us. “Take along plenty of small arms and 
ammunition. If the worst should come, destroy everything and 
head for the high hills of Vanicoro. I don’t think they can track 
you down there. And you can depend on it, men. You can 
absolutely depend on it. If you can stay alive, we'll be back to 
get you. No matter what happens!” 

Ens, Aberforce, our radio expert, hurried out from the meeting 


_ pidden bay where mosquitoes filled the air like incense. 


with Adm. Kester and somehow or other stole’ an. emergency 
pint-sized radio transmitter. “If we go up into the hills, we'll 
be of some use. We'll broadcast from up there.” Each of us 
strapped a revolver to his belt. We were a rather grim crew 
that boarded the rough little ship. 

At Vanicoro we were thrown out upon a desolate, jungle- 
Of those 
who landed that day, all contracted malaria. No one died from 
it, but 11 men ultimately had to be evacuated. The rest of-us 
shivered and burned with the racking fever. Not till later did 
we hear about atabrine. 

We built lean-to’s of bamboo and coconut’ fronds. A few 
venturesome natives came down from the hills to watch ps. In 
silence they studied our rude efforts and then departed. Centuries 
ago they had learned that no one could live among the fevers of 
that bay. Nevertheless, our shacks went up, and on the evening 
of our arrival Aberforce broadcast weather reports to the fleet. 
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IX times a day thereafter he would repair to the steaming 
§ shack. where jungle heat was already eating away at the 
radio’s vitals, and send out his reports. On the eighth day he 
informed Noumea that we had withstood our initial Jap bombing. 
A Betty came over at 7000 feet, encountered no anti-aircraft fire, 
dropped to 2000 feet, and made four runs at us. Radio and per- 
sonnel escaped damage. Two shacks were blown up. At least the 
Japs knew where we were. After that we were bombed several 
more times, and still no lives were lost. By now we had dug a 
considerable cave into the side of a hill. There we kept our 
precious radio. We felt secure, Only a landing party could wipe 
out the station now. The second, smaller set we buried in 10 
feet of earth. A direct hit might destroy it. Nothing less would. 
As men do when they have been frequently bombed, we 
became suspicious of every plane. So we ducked for foxholes 
that afternoon when our lookout cried, “Betty at 4000 feet.” We 
huddled in the 4weating earth and waited for the “garummmph” 
of the bombs. Instead, none fell, and the Betty slowly descended 
toward the bay. | 
Then a fine shout went up! 3 
was a PBY! It was coming in for a water landing! 
PBY!

However, after this year, Pro- 
fessor Keller will be either one or 
the other. After several years of 
being a teacher half the year and 
following the big tops the other 
half, he has taken a year’s leave 
of absence to be a lion tamer only. 
If, at the end of the current year, 
he has decided that he wants to 
make it a full time job, he plans 
to bid farewell to the campus 
forever. 

In the meantime, he may be 
seen putting his “cats” through 
their paces nightly at the Police 
Circus, at Keil Auditorium, and in 
the event he should decide in 
favor of cap and gown, this may 
be your last chance to sée him. 
In either event it will be your 
chance to see perhaps the only 
man who was ever faced with just 
such a decision.

George and 
his brother, Charles, who is now a 
doctor in Rochester, N. Y. were, 
like all small town youngsters, 
thrilled by the annual visit of 
the circus. But going a step fur- 
ther than most youngsters, they 
decided to start a circus of their 
own. 

They aroused the enthusiasm of 
most of the rest of the youngsters 
in Bloomsburg (population ‘9000) 
and went to work. Some of the 
kids were acrobats, those who had 
ponies were bareback riders, others 
were clowns. George had already 
selected his role. He was to be the 
lion tamer. His lions were alley 
cats,

starved state until time for the 
show, so they would be _ suffi- 
ciently nervous and irritable.

was enough money to complete 
the boys’ education, and $1000 
for Keller, as his share. Their 
‘chief item of overhead had been 
new iguanas. They had used up 
six during the summer. 
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ITH part of his thousand dol- 
lars the professor bought 


himself a lion. Not, however, 
until after he had trained a young 
lion and found he could do it. A 
friend, who recalled the boyhood 
circus days, sent him a young 
mountain lion, 

“You always wanted to be a lion 
tamer,” he wrote. “Tame this.” 

Keller fixed up a collar, to 
which he attached a rope, and 
went to work. By spring he had 
trained. the lion to jump through 
hoops and perform various other 
tricks. A representative of Ring- 
ling Brothers heard about it, came 
and saw him perform, and bought 
the lion. 

“Why not,” saidj Keller to him- 
self, “have trained animals on 
the highway as well as Chinese 
dragons?” So he bought an Afri- 
can lion. A little later he got a 
mbuntain lion and a leopard cub, 
and went back to the highway. 
He built an arena and put up a 
huge sign which said, “Now Train- 
ing Wild Animals for Moving Pic- 
tures.” 

He didn’t say what moving pic- 
tures, and no one inquired, Busi- 
ness was good, and for three sum- 
mers he did business on the high- 
way, training wild animals for 
moving pictures (after all, he 
points out by way of justification, 
a lot-of spectators did make some 
movie camera shots) and built his 
menagerie up to six cats. 

Then the manager of an amuse- 
ment pier at Atlantic City heard 
about him, and engaged him for 
a season. That was in 1942. He has 
been dividing his time between his 
two professions ever since. 

The professor’s personality 


changes radically with his role. In 
his street clothes he looks like 
a middle-aged, graying professor 
who might be a little absent- 
minded, which, in fact, he is. But. 
when he puts on his cream-colored 
suit, trimmed in blue, and his 
creamed-colored cap with a lot of 
“scrambled eggs” on the brim, he 
seems to drop about 10 of his 49 
years, Further, he changes from 
a mild-mannered, seemingly rather 
indeterminate sort of person into 
a dashing figure who leaps about 
the ring like a man half his years, 
and does it with a great deal of 
style and showmanshir. 
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SIDE from his dual profession, 

Keller is distinguished among 

lion tamers in that he uses 
nothing in the ring. No whips, no 
pistols, no chairs. ‘He fires a 
couple of blanks when the ani- 
mals are coming into the ring, 
but only, he explains, because chil- 
dren like to hear a gun go off and 
rather expect it in a lion tamer, 

“Most animal trainers use a gun 
and a whip and beat hell out of 
their animals,” he says somewhat 
unprofessorially, “but I don’t teach 
them through fear. T teach them 
to respect me without being 
afraid, Instead of punishing an 
animal if it doesn’t do right, I re- 
ward it if he does. The animals 
perform for me because they 
know they must, but they don’t 
attack me, because they don’t fear 
me. Wild animals are on the de- 
fensive—they destroy things they 
think are out to destroy them. 

“Young people can -be taught 
the same way— get them inter- 
ested in the subject, instead of 
trying to scare them by threats 
of flunking them. If they don’t 
get it, there should be no punish- 
ment; if they do well, they are re- 
warded.” 

Incidentally, the props used in 
Keller’s act and the miniature cir- 
cus wagons used as cages are 
decorated with hand-painted carv- 
ings done by members of his art 
classes, 

The only time he has been hurt 
was last winter when a two-year- 
old lion he was trying to train 
without the usual training collar 
decided to see who was boss. He 
leaped at Keller, clawed. one arm 
and broke the other. t Keller 
didn’t go down. Animals only con- 
tinue the attack, he explains, if 
they knock their prey down when 
they leap. The lion gave him a 
puzzled look and decided that dis- 
cretion was the better part of 
valor. 


Keller is married and has two 
daughters, 11 and 18 years old. 
They are still a little undecided 
whether they prefer a father whe 
teaches art or trains lions, but 
they’re pretty proud of him in the 
ring, even though they don’t like 
to watch for fear he wiii become 
a square meal for the 10 cats he 
works with. 

His wife, who wants him to do 
whatever he is happiest doing, has 
no objection to his being a lion 
tamer for esthetic reasons, but she 
has a very strong physical reason 
for wanting him to be an art 
teacher. Recent tests disclosed 
that she is highly allergic to cats 
of any kind.

is the owner of a large garage. 

“But Dr. Crane, I think I am 
going to die if I don’t get some 
sleep,” he protested. 

“There are many nights when 
I am unable to sleep a wink. Even 
when I do find it possible to drop 
off, I usually wake up in a few 
minutes and lie there tossing rest- 
lessly till morning. 

“As a result, I am getting nerv- 
ous and jittery. I snap at my 
employes, as well ag at my wife. 
I also have a feeling in my brain 
as if there is a growing pressure 
me will ultimately burst my 
sku 


“So what can I do? I know I 
can’t last much longer without 
getting a good night’s rest?” 
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Many people grow unduly 
worried over insomnia, and then 
a vicious circle is ‘soon estab- 
lished. 

For the more they fear they 
will not be able to sleep, the 
more they furtively watch them- 
selves to see if the dreaded 
sleeplessness will not again be- 
set them. 
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THEY ALSO BEGIN to fret and 
argue with themselves or grow 
angry. This emotion then keeps 
them more wide-awake than ever. 
So they may foolishly résort to 
sedatives.. 

Because they haven’t a good 
knowledge of the true facts, they 
let their insomnia dominate them 
till they become actual slaves to 
their own wakefulness. 

So let’s face facts! “The very act 
of lying in a horizontal position 
gives the body most of the bene- 
fits of sleep, even though we are 
awake. 

For when we lie down, even 
though we are not asleep, our 
blood pressure drops and our 
heart slows down in its beating. 
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BOTH OF THESE reactions 
serve as a mild “vacation” for the 
heart, It then works more slowly 
and under less load, so it gets a 
double rest. . 

That is probably the’main pur- 
pose of sleep; namely, its rest for 
the heart. People with insomnia, 


te 
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therefore, don’t need to worry 
about dying. We physicians have 
never heard of a case of death 
from insomnia. 

But the stomach also gets a rest 
while we are away from the table 
during the long stretch from eve- 
ning till breakfast. 

Meanwhile, the kidneys can fil- 
ter out the remaining waste prod- 
ucts from the blood and thus put 
us on a normal! basis for starting 
the next day. 
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THESE EFFECTS can be ac- 
complished almost as well while 
we are lying down but awake, as 
when we are sleeping, so there is 
no great reason to worry about 
insomnia. 

In fact, we have much eévi- 
dence to’ show that we sleep too 
much. Thomas A. Edison con- 
ducted an experiment with eight 
of his men who worked an aver- 
age of 21 hours per day for five 
weeks without any apparent in- 
jurious effects. 
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SOME OF OUR American psy- 
chologists have gone for 60 or 
more hours ee 4 
decade ago our maratho cers 
and walkathon contestants 
snatched only small doses of 
sleep, even while dancing or 
walking, yet apparently suffered 
no serious injuries. 

Cows and horses likewise seem 
to sleep relatively little. Our 
greatest human need, therefore, 
is for mental relaxation and free- 
dom from nervous tension, rather 
than for actual sleep. 
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A man who is happy and at 
peace, can get along without 


' much sleep, where the tense, 


jittery person needs mort of it. 
Nervous, highstrung children 
also need plenty of sleep. 
Regular habits of living, plus 
some outdoor exercise in wind 
and sun, will usually beat all 
the sedatives in the world for 
producing sound slumber. 
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BUT DON’T BELIEVE people 
who say they never sleep. We 
have plenty of such patients in 
our hospitals who claim they 
don’t sleep a wink though they 
are snoring most of the night, ag 
nurses and internes can attest. 

Just lie abed and read a few 
chapters in the Bible, every. night. 
You insoninia addicts will then 
doze off peacefully in a short 
time. This plan is cheaper, safer 
and far more constructive than 
the use of drugs. '

NEW YORK, April 23. 

IKE the big executive who 

makes a million dollars but 

still has a nostalgic longing to 
visit the old swimmin’ hole of his 
youth, orchestra conductor Gus 
Haenschen did a little day dream- 
ing the other day. ’ 

Seated before his big mahogany 
desk in his office in a New York 
skyscraper, the talented St. Louis- 
born-and-bred Musician had the 
time of his life talking about the 
years when he was sprouting his 
musical wings back in St. Louis. 

“St. Louis was good to me,” Gus 
smiled as he went mentally back 
through the years. “There never 
was a time out there after I 
started in the music business that 
I didn’t have more musical dates 
than I could fill. 

“Why I can remember, when I 
was going to Washington Uni- 
versity in 1912, that I’d race down- 
town to play at Grand Leader dur- 
ing the lunch hour, then back to 
school, then back to the Missouri 
Athletic Club for more music dur- 
ing the dinner hour and then 
work all evening at the Jefferson 
Hotel. I was playing my life 
away. But I loved it.” 

Now one of the best known or- 
chestra conductors in radio, Gus 
has two big programs every week, 
his “American Album of Familiar 
Music,” heard on Sunday nights 
over KSD from 8:30 to 9:00, and 
his “Saturday Night Serenade,” 
featuring singer Vic Damone, also 
heard over KSD from 6:30 to 7:00 
p.m. 

Despite his success, Gus _ re- 

mains what one executive calls 
“a rarity in any kind of show 
business—a guy with a barrel full 
of talent and not one teaspoon of 
temperament.” | 

Affable and even-tempered, Gus 
is easily one of the busiest men 
in the music business. Yet he 
never seems hurried. He says he 
thinks there must be something 
wrong with the way he’s put to- 
gether “because I haven't a gripe 
in the world.” 
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ND his biggest,worry is not 

whether a new company he has 

formed to produce grand opera 
in English for television is going 
to be a success, but where he’s go- 
ing to get all the materials he 
needs for a craft shop he set up 
for boys at the Y.M.C.A. in the lit- 
tle town of Norwalk, Conn., where 
he lives. * 

Gus has many fond recollections 
of his own boyhood. 

“T was born on Morrison avenue, 
between Ninth and Tenth streets,” 
he recalled. “Gee, that was a lovely 
little spot as I remember it. The 
street wasn’t paved and it was like 
a little nook, only three blocks 
long, with great shade trees and 
no traffic. 

“My father died when I was 
young, but a man by the name 
of Edward A. Gessler took my 
father’s place. He encouraged me 
and showed me how to do things 
and how to save my money. 

“T remember I went to Madison 
grade school and to McKinley 
Hiczh School. I carried papers 
while I was in grade school and 
while I was in high school a cou- 
ple of other boys and I set up a 
factorv to make pennants to sell 
at football games. I remember we 
called it the Eclipse Novelty Co. 
We even had stationery printed 
with the name of the company 
and W. G. Haenschen, Prop., be- 
low it on the Jletterheads. We 
mede money, too.” 

Gus says he can’t remember 
when he wasn’t interested in 
music. His father, Walter 
Haenschen, had a sister who was 
a concert pienist. Everyone in his 
family played or sang. 

“It was the old liederkranz sort 
of thing,” he explained. “Music 
was just part of our lives. IT began 
taking piano lessons when I-was 
about seven, but it wasn’t until T 
rot to Washington University that 
I really went in for music in a 
bir wav ” 

At Washington University. to 
please his family, Gus tried to 
applv himself to the studv of 
mechanical engineering, but it 
wasn’t lone before an orchestra 
he had. organized was gettine in 
the wav of his studies. At first 
the orchestra played only for col- 
lege club dances but was soon 
picking up so many dates that 
Gus found ‘himself acting as a 
dance-band booker as well 4s an 
orchestra leader. 

“Those were wonderful times,” 
he laughed. “We had a sort of a 
truck we all traveled around in. 
Tne name of the orchestra was 
on the side and also a big sign 
saying Bus No. 6. People would 
see that number six and wonder 
where our other five orchestras 
were. We got a big kick out of 
letting people think we were a 
great big organization.” 

In between all this orchestra 
activity, Gus also held down a 
job at Trimp’s Academy at Taylor 
and Delmar. At the risk of his 
own neck and the lives of passing 
pedestrians, he commuted  be- 
tween the academy and his dormi-

tory at Washington U. on a motor- 
cycle. 

“It was just about this time 
that the dance craze really hit 
St. Louis,” Gus says. “There was 
a big change in people’s dancing 
habits. Turkey trots and one 
steps came in and the old waltz 
was out. It just happened that 
we could play syncopated music 
and we had more business than 
we could handle. There was 
hardly a place in St. Louis we 
didn’t play. 

“We played for hundreds of 
private parties. I remember it 
was a great act to pretend that 
the music was so hot that it 


melted the piano keys and set 
fire to the piano. <A couple of 
times when we played in rich 
homes, the hostess actually fur- 
nished us with an old piano which 
we would cart out onto the front 
lawn and burn.” 

In between all the shenanigans 
that were part and parcel of 
those years before the first war, 
Gus somehow found time to de- 
vote a little thought to serious 
music. He says he was influ- 
enced by two St. Louis musicians, 
—Albert Wegeman who made him 
put in hours of serious practice, 
and former symphony conductor 
Max Zach, who made him’ put in 
more serious hours on study of 
operatic scores. Gus credits these 
two men with his later ability 
at orchestration. 

Besides this serious practice and 
study and almost nightly engage- 
ments, Gus also found time to write 
innumerable songs. For. three 
successive years he wrote, ar- 
ranged and directed the music for 
the annual Washington U. Quad- 
rangle Club show. One song com- 
posed for a Quad Show, Gus now 
credits with launching him on the 
big time in show business. It was 
called “The Moorish Tango.” 
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HIT in the Quad Show, it be- 
A came a popular air about St. 

Louis and Gus played it fre- 
quently at dances. One evening 
when his orchestra was playing 
for a party in a private home, two 
visiting New Yorkers asked him 
for copies of the tune. 

“I quickly pulled a couple out 
of my pocket and just so they 
wouldn’t forget the tune, played 
it over and over during the eve- 
ning,” Gus laughs. 

In the stress of keeping up with 
his mounting engagements, Gus 
forgot the event until a few weeks

later, when Max Dreyfuss, New 
York music publisher, wrote him 
to come to New York. Gus left 
Washington University and took 
the next train for New York. The 
result was the publisher Dreyfuss 
introduced Haenschen to the late 
Flo Ziegfeld, who in turn intro- 
duced Gus’s tune in the Ziegfeld 
Follies of 1914 under the name 
of “Underneath a Japanese Moon.” 


Somehow in all the excitement 
of having a hit tune on Broadway, 
Gus never did get around to get- 
ting his diploma from Washington 
University. He organized an or- 
chestra booking service which took 
in several neighboring states and 
became supervisor of a phono- 
graph store. Then came the war 
and Gus went into the Navy. 


“When I got off the ship after 
the war,” he said “an executive of 
the Brunswick company met me 
and that marked the end of my 
St. Louis career. I became the 
director of the Brunswick record- 
ing studios and stayed with them 
for about 10 years.” 

Then: Gus organized Sound Stu- 
dios and the World Broadcasting 
Company to make electrical tran- 
scriptions and also became one of 
the busiest musicians in radio. In 
the early days of radio, he had 
three or four shows a week and 
on October 11, 1931 became the 
musical director of the long time 
favorite “American Album of Fa- 
miliar Music.” And his Saturday 
night show is now in its twelfth 
year.

That night we had a wretched 
scene at dinner. We didn’t serve 
the meal until late, and as soon 
as we sat at table, Grant an- 
nounced that tomorrow he would 
fly Colbourne’s plane. To this 
Colbourne would not agree. Grant 
insisted primly that it was his 
right and duty, as senior officer. 
In the end Colbourne told him to 
go to hell. Grant had crashed his 
damned plane and wrecked it and 
now, by God, he wouldn’t get the 
other one. The younger man 
stamped from the room. Grant 
started to appeal to us for a de- 
cision but thought better of it. 

In the morning Colbourne and 
his crew set out. We never saw 
them again. They submitted only 
one report. “Entire Jap fleet 
heading south.” 

All day we sat by the radio. 
There was news, but we could 
make nothing of it. That some 
kind of action wag taking place, 
we were sure. We posted extra 
lookouts in the trees. In mid- 
afternoon an American plane, an 
SBD, lost from its carrier, went 
wildly past our island. It crashed 
into the sea and sank immedi- 
ately. 

Two torpedo planes, also Ameri- 
can, flashed past. Night came on. 
We did not eat a regular meal. 
The cook brought in sandwiches 
and we munched them. No one 
was hungry, but we were terribly 
nervous, As night wore on, we 
gave up trying to work the radio. 
We had long since surrendered it 
to Grant, who sat hunched by it, 
his hands covering his face, listen- 
ing to whatever station he could 


get. 

Finally, he found a strong New 
Zealand government transmitter. 
We stood by silently waiting for 
the news period: A musical pro- 
gram was interrupted. “It can 


now be stated that a great fleet 
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action is in progress in the Coral 
Sea, between forces of the Ameri- 
can Navy and the Japanese fleet. 
Elements of the Royal Australian 
Navy are also participating. It is 
too early to foretell what the out- 
come will be. Fantastic Japanese 
claims must bz discounted. Word 
of the impending action came this 
morning when monitors picked up 
a message from a New Zealand 
Catalina which had sighted the 
enemy fleet.” The broadcast 
droned on. “The nation has been 
placed on full alert. Men have 
taken their places. In this fate- 
ful hour New Zealanders pray for 
victory.” 
i ee 


At this last Grant impatiently 
snapped off the radio and left the 
hut. Soon, however, he was back, 
hunched up as before. He stayed 
there all night and most of the 
next day. By this time we had 
fabricated another receiwer. A 
wonderfully skilled enlisted man 
and I sat by it throughout the day. 
Heat was intense, and a heavy 
stickiness assailed us every time 
we moved. Once I looked up and 
saw Grant down by the shore, 
watching the empty sky. He 
walked back and forth. I stopped 
watching him when I heard the 
the first real news we had so far 
received. ‘American fleet head- 

uarters officially announced that 
the full weight of the Jap fleet 
had been intercepted. A battle 
was in progress. Our chances ap- 
peared to be satisfactory. 

A wild shout from the other 
radio indicated that they had 
heard the broadcast, too. Immedi- 
ately fantastic conjecture started 
through the camp. At the noise 
Grant walked calmly into my hut. 
“What is the news?” he asked. I 
told him, and he left. But in a few 
minutes he was back and elbowed 
me away from the set. For the 
rest of that day and night he was 
there. Once or twice he drowsed 
off, but no one else touched the 
radio for sixteen hours. 

At about 1900, after the sun had 
set, we heard two pilots talking 
back and forth. They were over 
the Coral Sea. They had lost their 
ship. Or their ship had been sunk. 
They encouraged one another for 
many minutes, and then we heard 
them no more. 

At 0500 the next morning a 
coded méssage came through call- 
ing on all aircraft to be on the 
alert for Jap ships. This message 
goaded Grant furiously. He 
stomped from the hut and walked 
along the beach, looking at the 
spot where his .PBY had gone 
down. 

By now no one could talk or 
think. We had been three days in 
this state of oppressive excite- 
ment. Three of our men lay dead 
in the bay; an entire plane crew 
was lost. And we were perched on 
the end of an island, in the dark. 
We were not even doing our mini- 
mum duty, for our planes were 
gone. All we could do was sit and 
wonder. There was much discus- 
sion as to what the cryptic mes- 
sage about Jap ships meant. Could 
it be that the Japanese fleet had 
broken through? In anxiety we 
waited, and all about the silent 
jungle bore down upon us with 
heat, flies, sickness and ominous 
silence. 
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At 1500 we intercepted a flash 
from Tokyo announcing our loss 
of the Lexington, two battleships 
and numerous destroyers. So fran- 
tic were we for news that we be- 
lieved. After all, we had heard 
those pilots. Their carrier could 
have been sunk. The news flashed 
through our camp and disheart- 
ened us further. 

It was at 1735 that Grant finally 
picked up a strong New Zealand 
station. An organ was playing. 
But something in the air, some 
desperation of thought, kept every- 
one at Grant’s élbow, crowding in 
upon him. Then came the fateful 
news: “Profound relief has been 
felt throughout New Zealand. 


Adm. Nimitz has announced that | 


the Jap fleet has been met, ex- 
tensively engaged and routed.” A 
fiery shout filled the hut. Men 
jumped and clapped their hands. 
The radio droned on: “... losses 
not authenticated. Our own losses 
were not negligible. Carrier air- 
craft played a dominant role. At 
a late hour today the Prime Min- 
ister announced that for the mo- 
ment invasion of New Zealand has 
been prevented.” Three Americans 
cheered wildly at this. The New 
Zealand men stood fast and lis- 
tened. “...so0 we have taken tue 
privilege of asking a chaplain of 
the Royal New Zealand Air Force 
to express our gratitude... ” 
Grant was drumming on the radio 
with his fingers. He rose as the 
chaplain began to intone his pray- 
er. Others who were seated fol- 
lowed his example. There, in the 
silence of the jungle, with heat 
dripping from the walls of the im- 
provised hut, we stood at attention. 
“,... and for these divine bless- 
ings our nation and its free peo- 
ple ... ” One by one men left 
the hut. Then it began to dawn 
upon them that the waiting was 
over. Someone began to shout to 
a sentry up in a tree. 

In disbelief he shouted back. 
Soon the land about the bay was 
echoing with wild shouts. One 
young officer whipped out his re- 
volver and fired six salutes in vio- 
lent order. Natives ran up and the 
cook grabbed one by the shoulders. 
He danced up and down, and the 
native looked at him in wonder- 
ment. In similar bewilderment, 
two New Zealand enlisted men— 
beardless boys—who had escaped 
from Grant’s wrecked plane, 
looked over the waters and wept. 
- Grant himself disappeared right 
after the broadcast. Others hung 
about the radio and picked up fur- 
ther wonderful news. Commenta- 
tors were already naming it the 
Battle of the Coral Sea. From 
Australia one man threw caution 
far aside and claimed, “For us it 
will be one of the decisive battles 


of the world. It proves that Ja- 
pan can be stopped. It proves that 
we shal] be saved.” 

Grant was late coming in to 
chow. When he appeared, he was 
neatly washed and shaved. His 
hair was combed. In his right 


hand he held, half hidden behind 
‘this leg, a bottle. “Gentlemen,” he

“To the men who won the vic- 
tory!” he said in a_ voice filled 
with emotion. No one could cen- 
sure his extremely bad taste. We 
knew it was unseemly to be drink- 
ing when Colbourne, Grant’s fel- 
low pilot, and so many men were 
missing, but we had to excuse the 
speaker. It was Ens. Aberforce. 
After that display no more toasts 
were given. “ 

Instead we sat around the hut 
and talked about what we thought 
had happened, and what would 
happen next. It might be months 
before we were taken off Vanicoro. 
Through all our discussions Grant 
sat silent. He was, however, 
drinking vigorously. From time 
to time someone would report 
upon late radio news, but since it 
was favorable news, and since one 
doesn’t get whisky very often on 
Vanicoro, we stayed about the 
table.

The most preferred cabbage is 
juicy, tender and sweet and this 
means that it develops rapidly. 
Because cabbage is an excellent 
source of vitamin C it is best that 
medium-sized families grow a 
variety producing medium sized 
heads so that one head is con- 
sumed in one meal while the vita- 
min content is at its highest peak. 
These small heads also have a 
greater proportion of green leaves 
than big heads and for this reason 
have a higher carotene content— 
the substance from which the 
body manufactures vitamin A. 
In choosing green beans, select 
a kind that has the richest green 
color because this means more 
arotene. And beans shouid be as 
nder as possible to cook in the 
shortest time for immediate eat- 
ing as well as for freezing. Re- 
member the shorter the cooking 
time of any vegetable, the higher 
its vitamin and mineral content. 
These are only a few of the many 
reasons why one should become 
acquainted with the best varieties. 
A good way to learn this is to 
study catalogs of reputable seed 
houses and to talk to your ex- 
perienced neighbors.

Late, Unsung American 
Genius Grows in Stat- 
ure—His Bazooka Stop- 


ped Enemy 25 Years 


After Invention. 


By BOB CONSIDINE

NEW YORK, April 23—The 


story of an unsung American in- |; 
ventive genius who developed the | #7238 
forerunner of Germany’s mon- a 


gtrous V-2 rockets, now being ex- 
ploited so feverishly by Soviet 
Russia, is being unfolded. 


The late Prof. Robert H. God- | 


dard was the leading United States 
pioneer in rocket propulsion but 


he died in semi-obscurity in 1945, | 


after many rebuffs at the hands 
of United States authorities. 

Only now is he beginning to 
gain the stature in America that 
he achieved years ago in Nazi 
Germany. Some of his pamphlets 
and patents sold publicly here to 
all comers for as low as a dime. 

The shy, tubercular physicist 
from Worcester, Mass., whose 
rocket developments were adapted 
by the Nazis to terrorize and near- 
ly wreck London, and whose “ba- 
zooka” gun stopped waves of Nazi 
tanks 25 years after he had pre- 
sented the weapon to an indiffer- 
ent United States Army, may go 
down in history as a combination 
of the Wright brothers and Gen. 
Billy Mitchell. 

Changed History of Warfare. 

His amazing story, and the slug- 
gishness of United States authori- 
ties to grasp that he was changing 
the history of flight and warfare, 
has been pieced together finally by 
a small circle of men who knew 
him or his work—including Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Gen. Jimmy 
Doolittle and Capt. Harry F. Gug- 
genheim. 

Among other things, his story 
shows how lax America has been 
in the past in guarding valuable 
scientific data of a military nature 
from the prying eyes of potential 
enemy powers. , 

Goddard’s influence can be felt 
today more strongly than at any 
time during the long and dis- 
heartening years of his experi- 
mental research. For example, 
the Bell XS-1, using a rocket en- 
gine first dreamed of by Goddard, 
has been officially timed at 1100 
miles an hour. 

The Russians, using captured 
German rocket scientists, who are 
familiar with the Goddard reports 
and patents this country sold 
openly for a pittance, are at work 
on the long-range winged version 
of the V-2—according to Walter 
Riedel, German V-2 authority who 
is himself now a “ward” of the 
United States Government. 

Possible Civilian Use. 

Such authorities as Doolittle and 
Guggenheim now envision a day 
when Goddard’s research will pro- 
vide passenger transportation 
from New York to London in an 
hour and from New York to 
Buenos Aires in two. 

Guggenheim is the son of the 
New York philanthropist whose 
funds enabled the Clark Univer- 
sity professor to develop. the 
liquid-fuel rocket. 

But when Goddard appeared at 
the Pentagon building shortly 
after Pearl Harbor, to offer his 
services to the Army, he was dis- 
missed by an ordnance general. 

“We have no interest in rock- 
ets,” the general told him. “This 
war will be won by trench mor- 
tars.” 

At that time, Germany was al- 
ready far advanced in the de 
velopment of rockets as a major 
military weapon. 

Earlier, on July 17, 1929, Prof. 
Goddard was nearly arrested by 
the police of Worcester for launch- 
ing one of the world’s first rockets 
that made no use of powder.

By 1934 Goddard had produced 32% 

the first supersonic rocket, one 
that streaked over the New Mex- 
ico desert at better than 700 miles 
an hour. He solved the intricate 
= of rocket equilibrium in 
1932. 
Another of his rockets reached 
a height of 4800 feet, to be fol- 
lowed by one which swept 13,000 
feet into the air at 550 m.p.h. He 
produced lightweight rocket en- 
gines developing better than 2000 
horsepower. 

All these forerunners of V-2 
were sent aloft loaded with 
scientific instruments which were. 
safely parachuted to the ground. 

Developed ‘Step’ Rocket. 

During his years in the desert 
he developed, also, the first “step” 
rocket—a smaller rocket which 
roars from a larger rocket when 

e larger one exhausts its fuel. 

e even devised a system of re- 
mote firing the Germans used in 
V-2 attacks on the London area. 

Aside from the Guggenheims, 
Prof. Goddard received most of 
his encouragement from Lind- 
bergh, Doolittle and—throughout 
his 35 years of work in the field— 
Mrs. Goddard. 

Until he left the United States 
shortly before the electrocution of 
Bruno Hauptmann, Lindbergh 
was a frequent visitor of God- 
dard’s workshop in the desert, and 
a kind of unofficial photographer 
of his work. 

Rejected by the Army, Goddard 
was retained by the Navy—at 
Capt. Guggenheim’s strong re- 
quest—and assigned to work on 
non-weapon rockets. 

Out of this came “Jato,” the 
system of aiding overloaded 
planes on their takeoff.’ From it 
also will emerge rocket brakes, 
capable of stopping planes and 
trains, and rocket aids for dock- 
ing huge ocean liners. 

Received Report. 
\ The German V-2 expert, Walter. 
Riedel, recently admitted that one 
of Goddard’s 25-cent Smithsonian 
Institution reports on rocket re-

The German expert acknowl- 
edged that this particular report. 
stimulated interest among the 
“higher authorities” under Hitler's 
regime and that the huge Peene- 
muende rocket works were opened 
a year after the Goddard report. | 

But with characteristic pride, | 
Riedel asserted the Germans were 
able to develop the rockets them- | 
selves.and denied they merely took 
over Goddard’s data and used it as 
a foundation. 

Col. Lindbergh has declined to 
comment on his role in Goddard's 
work. But a spokesman for him 


stated today:

. Guggenheim, who believes that 
United States military authorities 
may have scorned Goddard's rock- 
ets there was need for 
longer-range weapons, has no 
doubt that the Germans appro- 
priated most of the physicist’s 
ideas. 

So did Goddard, who lived to 
see 1115 V-2s fall in and around 
London and the Allies acknowl- 
edge that there could be no de- 
fense against the 3200-mile-an- 
hour weapons. 

The V-2s killed 2754 Londoners, 
seriously wounded 6523 others and 
(in conjunction with the pulse-jet 
V-1) destroyed 200,000 buildings 
and damaged 1,000,000 others. 

Shortly before his death God- 
dard presented Guggenheim with 
a photograph of his last rocket. 
On the back of the picture he 
wrote: 

“Rocket produced in New Mex- 
ico in the spring of 1941, under the 
Daniel and Florence Guggenheim 
Foundation. 

“It is practically identical with 
the German V-2 rocket. 

“Robert H. Goddard, Mercer 
Field, Dec. 28, 1944.”

world was published today by the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics of the |

Titled “The Gift of Freedom,” it | 


is an illustrated summary of the 
American worker’s way of life— 
his privileges and immunities, his 
on-the-job and off-the-job activi- 
ties, what he can get for what he 
makes, his ideals and aspirations. 

The 150-page book was “designed 
to inform the worker in foreign 
countries how his American coun- 
terpart lives” and is to be dis- 
tributed through the Department 
of State. ; 

The title is derived from the 
theme of an unusually  well- 
phrased introduction which refers 
to Walt Whitman’s conception of 
his country “as an inheritor of 
world liberty” bound by responsi- 
bility both “fearsome and sacred.” 

Cites the Tests. 

By example and by other means 
as well, the introduction states, 
America must make good on its 
obligation with respect to “this 
gift of freedom American democ- 
racy held only in trust.” The 
country’s \xbility to do so can be 
tested, it continued, by whether 
workers.-prosper as the whole 
economy prospers, the flexibility 
of the system in permitting free- 
dom of choice, movement, con- 
science and opportunity, and the 
progressive improvement of the 
status and influence of the worker. 

The facts are measurable, it 
goes on, because “one of the bene- 


fits of a free society is the right | 


of free inquiry, and Americans 
have made extensive use of that 
right.”- ‘

Acknowledging that the Ameri- 
can system is by no Means per- 
fect, the statement is made that

But, the book continues: 

“In America today there is the 
combination of circumstances— 
free labor, free unions, social con- 
sciousness and social conStience,

_pacity—necessary to virile demo- 
cratic leadership and reconstruc- 
tion. 

“Americans—and especially Amer- 
ican labor—want to exercise that 
leadership and assistancé, not as 
largesse but in the spirit of com- 
radeship. We want to share our 
material treasure, certainly; but 
we want to share our common 
political treasures even more, 
those free institutions of free men 
which are imbedded in the very 
marrow of democratic social struc- 
ture. That indeed is the gift of 
freedom.”

Fs. once, in a way, there was an interesting afternoon in the 


housing bill was being debated. To begin with, the amendment 
itself, forbidding racial segregation in federal housing projects, 
injected a certain element of grim, ironic situation comedy, for this 
seemingly progressive proposal was a slick gimmick, ‘actually de- 
signed by the real estate lobby to kill public housing by arousing 


the South against it. 


Thus Senators Wherry, Bricker 
and Capehart, every one of whom 
hal lent aid and tomfort to the 
Southern fillibuster against civil 
rights, were ostentatiously weep- 
ing corcodile tears for the under 
privileged Negroes. It did not 
interest them that, with or with- 
out segregation, the bill will aid 
the ill-housed Negroés more than 
any other American group. Their 
only aim was .o please the hous- 
ing lobby, and to add to their 
records a specious counter-poise to 
their sabotage of civil ~ights. 


Douglas States Facts. 


By way of contrast, the same 
Northern Democrats and Repub- 
licans who had sincerely favored 
civil rights now sincerely favored 
public housing. They were thus 
in the uncomfortable position of 
having to fight the Bricker 
amendment. 

Paul Douglas, the new IIlinois 
Senator, found the best way out 
of the dilemma by stating, the 
facts of the case plainly and 
flatly. And so this great delibera- 
tive body whiled away the day, 
never once coming to grips with 
the deep social tensions, the long, 
tumultuous social and economic 
con‘licts, which so obviously 
lurized in the backvround. Yet 
the interest was provided far more 
by the interplay of personality 
than by the inherent irony of the 
situation. 

In this regard, Douglas again 
carried off the prize. Among the 
new progressive Senators swept 
into office by the last election he 
has, thus far, made the strongest 
impression. He is a thought too 
busy, a thought too inclinded to 
spread himself thin, even a 
thought too professional in his ex- 
position; but he is also informed, 
straightforward, enlightened and 
good-temnered. He made his 
simma nnint simn'y and well. 

Baiting by Rzacticna*tes, 

Wherrv, Briclter and Capehart 
chose him as their chief victim. 
He must have needed his goqgd 
temper to withstand the baiting 
of these leaders of Senatorial re- 
action. Capehart and Wherry had 
cast Douglas, evidently, in the 
role of the schoolboy intellectual. 
They went after him with all the 
heavy wit, all the harsh, compla- 
cent rudeness, of class bullies put- 
ting the clever boy in his place. 
After every loud, hectoring sally, 
Wherry would fling himself down 
in his chair with an air of de- 
lighted triumph. Then Capehart 
would come roaring into the fray, 
bellowing his questions with loud 
contempt. 

Meanwhile, smiling benignly on 
this curious scene—out of which 
Douglas actually came very well 
—was the father of the amend-

the Bricker amendment to the 


ment, Bricker of Ohio, whose in- 
tellectual processes are so largely 
guided by the big Ohio real es- 
tate operator, John Galbraith. The 
amiable Bricker sincerely accepts 
the political philosophy of War- 
ren G. Harding. He has a kindly 
heart beneath his eyeglass-adver- 
tisement appearance. He left the 
baiting, therefore, to Wherry and 
Capehart, and confined his own 
effort to a speech that must al- 
most have set a Senate record 
for syrupy platitude. 
Taft tures Old Guard, 

Finally, lolling in his chair in 
his rather angular way, there was 
Bricker’s Ohio colleague, Senator 
Robert A. Taft. He was once the 
brains of the Republican Old 
Guard in the Benate, but the other 
day read Bricker and the rest of 
them a sharp lecture for discredit- 
ing the Republican party by their 
reactionary tendencies. e was 
now on Douglas’s side. 

Taft has not precisely suffered” 
a change of heart so much as a 
change of style. Yet even this 
change of style has left his for- 
mer friends and allies leaderless 
and very close to mindless, except 
on matters of foreign policy, on 
which he still joins them. This 
fact of course explains the sad 
performance they put up against 
the housing bill, as well as the 
future hopelessness of the ortho- 
dox, Old Guard cause. 

The cynic or the pessimist, sur- | 
veying this curious legislative 
show, might be inclined to draw 
gloomy conclusions. Yet the be- 
liever in the American democratic 
process cught, on the contrary, to 
find here cause for encourage- 
ment. Such phenomena as Taft’s

§ Million in U.S. Mentally Ill, 
Agency Says; Need for Care Cited |: 


6-J Sun., ‘April 24, 1949 
ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 
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More of Them Than Patients With Physical 
~ Ailmerits — States, Clubs Open Drive 
for Better Institutions. 


This week, April 24-30, has been designated National 
Mental Health week. The following story, compiled from 
Associated Press Bureau reports, describes what the states 
are doing and what needs to be done in the way of improve- 


ment in institutional care. 


HE United States Public 

“Health Service estimates that 
more than eight million Amer- 
feans suffer from some form of 
mental or nervous illness; that 
one out of every 20 is destined to 
spend some time in a mental in- 
stitution. 

Psychiatrists add that mental 
patients outnumber those suffer- 
ing from physica] ills and fill 
about half the hospital beds in 
America. New York mental in- 
stitutions alone have more than 
97,000 bed patients and each year 
take in 2000 more patients than 
they discharge. 

*Yet, there is not a first-rate 
mental hospital in the United 
States, says Dr. Mesrop Tarum- 
fanz, prominent psychiatrist and 
superintendent of the State Hos- 
pital at Farnhurst, Del. He be- 
lieves, however, that the problem 
can be corrected within 10 years. 


Today activity aimed at improv- 
ing care of the mentally ill is 
spreading in many ways and sec- 
tions of the United States. 


National Mental Health week— 
April 24 to 30—was launched this 
year, sponsored by Junior Cham- 
bers of Commerce with the co- 
operation of the United States 
Public Health Service, the Nation- 
al Committee for Mental Hygiene, 
the American Psychiatric Asso- 
ciation, and women’s clubs. 

Program in 48 States. 

A big program of meetings and 
dinners in 48 states has been 
planned to acquaint the public 
with scientific facts about mental 
health and to form or expend 
local groups to work the year 
round on mental health projects. 
The program’s slogan is “Mental 
Health Is Everybody’s Business.” 


About half the 48 states have 
launched or are considering pro- 

ms to improve their care of 
those who suffer mental disorders. 
The improvement efforts cover 
diagnosis, housing, medical care 
and a limited amount of preven- 
tion and cure. 

Most of these states were 
spurred into action by the increas- 
ing number of mental disorders. 
Others were prompted by news- 
paper campaigns reporting state 
hospital conditions which Federal 
Seturity Agency Administrator 
Oscar Ewing calls “one of Ameri- 
ca’s most disgraceful medical sit- 
uations.” 

er Funds for Hospitals. 

Ewing reported in September 
1948 that state mental hospitals 
are run on meager funds which 
average $1.50 a patient a day 
throughout the country, with re- 
sultant inadequate diet and insuf- 
ficient clothing. He reported 20 
to 70 per cent overcrowding, 50 
per cent shortage of attendants, 
80 per cent shortage of trained 
nurses and 75 per cent shortage 
of physicians. 

Newspapers describe hundreds 
of patients confined in straitjack- 
ets or calls or strapped to beds— 
not because they are sufficiently 
deranged to warrant such treat- 
ment, but because hospitals lack 
money and attendants for proper 
caré. 

Recent extensive reports on con- 
ditions in California state mental 
hospitals were made by the Los 
Angeles Examiner, Los Angeles 
Mirror, San Diego Journal, Sacra- 
mento Bee and other newspapers. 
Also, the Baltimore (Md.) Sun 
Papers, the Charleston (W. Va.) 
Gazette and the Miami (Fla.) Her- 
ald reported conditions in their 
states. 

California, Maryland and West 
Virginia now have projects under 
way to improve treatment. Cali-

Its seriousness and rap- 
d increase is illustrated in North 
Carolina. 

In the last decade North Caro- 
lina increased its appropriations 
for operating its mental hospitals 
more than five-fold and put a new 
hospital into operation. At the 
same time its mental patients in- 
creased about 1800 and on Janu- 
ary 1 there were 602 patients on 
the waiting list. 

The North Carolina general as- 
sembly is considering legislation 
for a $20 million building pro- 
gram. The state hospitals board 
of control looks forward to the 
day when it can begin concentrat- 
ing on curing patients instead of 
merely providing them with cus 
todial care.

Earl Warren called a. conference 
of hospital and mental experts 
which recommended extensive 
building backed by widespread 
curative measures. Many of these 
recommendations will be laid be- 
fore the legislature. 


Investigation in Other States. 


In Maryland a committee of leg- 
islators was named to make an 
independent investigation. West 
Virginia legislative committees 
are considering an eight-million- 
dollar appropriation for state hos- 
pitals for the next two years. 

Newspaper campaigns in other 
states within the last decade were 
followed by efforts to improve the 
care of the mentally ill. 


This year 14 states asked their 
legislatures for more than a third 
of a billion dollars to be spent in 
the next two years in improving 
care of the mentally ill. They are 
Connecticut, Maine, Kansas IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, North Car- 
Olina, Kentucky, Texas, Utah and 
New Mexico. 

Massachusetts, Nebraska, Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri, Illinois, Ohio, 
Virginia, Louiiana, Colorado and 
other states are proceeding on im- 
provements for which, funds were 
previously allotted. 

Millions are being spent on new 
housing or modernizing old build- 
ings—some of which are so dilapi- 
dated they have been condemned. 
Millions more will be spent oh 
food and living conditions. Addi- 
tional thousands are being poured 
into better salaries for more doc- 
tors and attendants. But there is 
a great shortage of both—and sal- 
ary scales in some states are so 
low that they do not attract com- 
petent people. 

Many hospitals are so crowded 
that the best their directors can 
hope for is to house their patients 
comfortably. Some seek to cure— 
a slow and costly process. A few 
try to prevent insanity in border- 
line cases.

“Because,” says a management 
research firm, “smal business

Dr. Burleigh B. Gardner, pres- 
ident of Social Research, Inc., 
‘which includes psychologists, an- 
thropologists and _ sociologists, 
headed a survey of the question. 

In an interview, Dr. Gardner 
cited reports of President Tru- 
man’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. These he quoted as saying: 

‘“Year by year the control of 
the market is passing more 
largely into the hands of the 
large corporations, not only by 
internal growth but by the ab- 
sorption of the small firms.” 

‘Noting that the council’s report 
said small firms can compete suc- 
cessfully, Dr. Gardner asked: “If 
they can compete successfully, 
why is the process of absorption 
continuing?” 

His answer, based on the survey 
of a number of firms in the 
$250,000 to $5,000,000 assets range 
ig this: 

“One fact stands out in start- 
ling fashion, that many of these 
firms are basically owner-man- 
aged operations with little pro-| 
vision for the development of an 
executive organization able _ to 
operate the business in event of 
the death of the president. 

“The fact is that with many of 
the one-man firms the founder | 
was a man of great ability and 
tremendous energy. In the early 
stages, he was everything — he 
knew everything, could do every 
job, and made every decision. 

“As the organization grew, he | 
continued to dominate. He not! 
only felt he could do everything | 
better than everyone else, but he 
also loved to do it. | 

“But at no time did he give 
real thought to building a man- 
agerial organization. His sons 
had titles, but he still did every- 
thing. 

“They never learned to make 
decisions, to carry real responsi- 
bility, to make errors and learn , 
thereby, nor to fight their way up 
in the compétitive world.

TESTING BLOOD BY FLAME 


Lives Can Be Saved in Critical Cases by Quick Method of Measuring 
Body Salts Developed at Washington University School of Medicine

HE complex chemistry of the human body must remain in delicate 
balance to retain life and health. When through disease or injury 
the body loses appreciable amounts of vital chemical elements, 

death may result if the elements are not replaced by medication. 

For example, heat prostration may be caused by excessive loss of 
sodium chloride through perspiration; diarrhea in infants causes deple- 
tion of both sodium and potassium salts and may result in prostration. 
The diagnosis and treatment of many illnesses depend on quick and 
accurate measurement of these and other metallic salts which are 
in the body. 

Such measurements can now be made in as little as 15 minutes 
with an apparatus, known as a flame photometer, which has been 
developed at the Washington University School of Medicine. A con- 
ventional quantitative chemical analysis of comparable accuracy 
would take 12 hours or longer. In some critical cases the fast flame 
~~ can save lives. 

@ new apparatus uses a long-known principle that certain 
chemical elements burn with a _ characteristically-colored flame. 
Scientists at the School of Medicine devised an atomizer-burner that 
vaporizes and burns dilutions of body fluids at a constant rate. By 
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measuring the intensity of the colored flame peculiar to the element 
being tested, the amount of that element present can be calculated. 
Se oe Oe ee ne 6 eee oe 
dangerous deficiency of a certain salt in a patient’s body and admin- 
ister the needed ‘eat in an amount that will restore the chemical 
balance. Sodium, for instance, is introduced into the veins in the form 
of a solution yd ten table salt (sodium chloride). 

In addition to ordinary salt there are other important chemicals 
in the body such as the salts of potassium, calcium and magnesium. 
Disease or malfunction causing a change in the amounts of these of 
as little as 20 per cent might cause death. These metallic salts exist 
in all animal cell life similar to that of human beings. The same salts 
were present in like proportions in sea water from which cell life 
evolved in the pre-Cambrian era. 

The flame photometer was developed by Dr. Theodore L. Weich- 
selbaum, bio-chemist, and Dr. Philip L. Varney, bacteriologist, under 
the direction of Dr. Robert Elman, professor of clinical surgery. Two 
laboratory models of the photometer e been used extensively in 
surgical cases at Barnes and Children’s tals. The ental 
work was aided by grants from the Commonwealth Fund of New York.

AST October, the Wallace Herndon Smith family 
took up temporary quarters in the basement of 
their home on Pointer Lane, Ladue, while rooms 
upstairs were being decorated, Smith, widely- 
known painter of the American scéne, soon took pro- 
fessional cognizance of the bare concrete walls.

The long, turbulent career of Pontiac, implacable 
chief of the Ottawa Indians, ended April 20, 1769, 
when he was murdered in Cahokia. According 
to what is probably the most reliable version of 
his death, Pontiac had left a store near the center 
of the village with a seemingly friendly Peoria

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N THE edge of the sprawling East Side 
industrial area, about three miles south 
of East St. Louis, is the obscure cross- 

roads hamlet of Cahokia. The quiet of this 
semi-rural community of 400 population is 
broken by airplanes roaring overhead from a 
nearby air college, trains chuffing to and fro 
from freight yards, and automobiles whizzing 
past on Highway 3. Except for an inconspicuous 
roadside marker, there is nothing to proclaim 
the antiquity or the historical importance of the 
place to passing motorists. 

Nineteen years older than New Orleans, 
65 years older than St. Louis, 104 years older 
than Chicago, little Cahokia will observe next 
month the 250th anniversary of its founding. A 
two-week celebration, from May 14 to 29, will 
bring belated public recognition to the oldest 
community in the Mississippi Valley, the west- 
ernmost American military outpost in the Revo- 
lutionary War, and the site of the Midwest's 
oldest church edifice, which also is the last sur- 
viving example of a French colonial church. 

Cahokia was founded in the spring of 1699 
when a mission was established by a French- 
Canadian priest, Father Jean Francois Buisson 
de St. Cosme, at the site of a Tamaroa Indian 
village on the Mississippi River. Father St. 
Cosme’s mission soon began to attract French 
settlers from Canada and the Gulf and rapidly 
developed into a fur trading center. As a pio- 
neer settlement in the wilderness, it became a 
vital link to the West, the Canadian North and 
the Gulf Coast to the south. 

For several years the settlement was 
known simply as “la mission des Tamarois.” 
Later the names Caos and Kaohia were used, 
and finally, about the time of the Revolutionary 
War, the name Cahokia was adopted. It was 
taken from an Indian tribe, variously called 


The successful defense of Cahokia, May 26, 1780, by 

Rogers Clark is credited with saving the Mississippi Valley for 
the colonies. A force of nearly 1000 Indians and some British 
troops came from the north to take Cahokia and other American- 
held villages farther south. One division of the attacking body, 
led by a disgruntled trader, Jean Marie Ducharme, moved against 
Cahokia. Clark’s rag-tag militia, aided by Cahokians, repelled 
the attack with loss of only three persons.

Kaouches or Caoquias, which lived in the 
Tamaroa village. Although the Tamaroas were 
less numerous than the Caoquias when the 
white men came, the Indian village remained 
known as “Des Tamarois” because the 
Tamaroas were the first inhabitants. 

An important trading post up to 1800, 
Cahokia never was populous, for a combina- 
tion of causes kept it from growing. Fort de 
Chartres, erected in 1719 by the French 40 miles 
south on the river, became the seat of civil and 
military government. Many of Cahokia’s 
French settlers departed for the west bank of 
the Mississippi after the eastern side was ceded 
to the British in 1763. About the same time the 
founding of St. Louis on the west bank, a few 
miles north, affected Cahokia adversely. 

All the while, Cahokia remained a typical 
French village in the new world, fronting close 
to the Mississippi between two small streams, 
“petite riviere des Kaohias” and “riviere du 

nt.” It had a common pasture land and a 
arge common field for cultivation, its neatly 
whitewashed houses were of French provincial 
style and most of its inhabitants were of hardy 
French stock. Despite the hardships of life in 
the wilderness, these farmers, traders and ad- 
venturers were a gay, lively people. French 
was the common language, and French 
customs and traditions prevailed. :

able event during the 13 years of English juris- 
diction (1765-1778) was the assassination of the 
famed Ottawa chieftain, Pontiac, on the village 
street. Cahokia became an American village— 
in name if not in appearance—when Captain 
Joseph Bowman and 30 frontiersmen captured 
it by surprise on July 6, 1778, during the Ameri- 
can revolution. The little settlement of some 
45 or 50 dwellings, with a white population of 
perhaps 200, did its share in hol 
for the American cause. Garrisoned by 400 
men of George Rogers Clark's Illinois Regji- 
ment, it repelled an attack by several hundred 
British-led Indians on May 26, 1780. St. Louis 
was attacked at the same time, the two en- 
counters being the westernmost battles of the 
Revolutionary War. 

Chaotic postwar conditions, departure of 
more Cahokians for Spanish-held St. Louis, 
languishing fur trade and floods started the 
village on d decline from which it never re- 
covered. Final blow came when a new ferry 
between St. Louis and Illinois Town (later East 
St. Louis) supplanted in large dégree the old 
Cahokia ferry, which for many years had pro- 
vided the principal river crossing in this region. 
Except for the big flood of 1844, which deé- 
stroyed many of the French buildings, little 
of historical consequence seems to have 
happened in Cahokia since 1800. 

Three interesting relics of Cahokia’s old 
days are preserved in the village as landmarks 
of the oldest white settlement in the Mississippi 
Valley. They are the reconstructed Cahokia 
Courthouse, built perhaps as early as 1760; 
the old Church of the Holy Family, dedicated 
in 1799, and the Jarrot Mansion, one of the 
earliest brick homes in the upper Mississippi 
Valley.

ATHER ST. COSME’S chapel was destroyed by fire, but 
the year is uncertain. In 1799 a new Holy Family church 
was completed on what is believed to have been the site 
of “la chapelle des Tamarois.” It is probable at least one 
other church building occupied the site in the intervening 
years. The new church originally was a simple rectangular 
structure, 32 by 74 feet, of typical French colonial architecture. 

Heavy black walnut timbers, 12 inches wide, six inches 
thick and 14 feet high, formed the walls. Spaced about a foot 
apart, they were mortised into extra heavy timber sills set on 
a stone foundation. This type of construction was called by 
the French ‘‘poteaux sur sole” (posts on sill), a design brought 
from Northwest France at an early date. Facing sides of the 
vertical wall timbers were grooved to accommodate a stone 
and mortar filling (pierrotage).

N THE Russian Orthodox Church, Easter is observed one 
week after the Western holy day. Ending a very rigor- 
ous Lenten season, it is celebrated with special dishes 

and delicacies. One of these is paskha, or Easter cheese. 
A St. Louisan who prepares the dish is Dr. Valentina Sunt- 
zeff, a medical research scientist, and a native of Russia. 

The dish is begun by putting very dry cottage cheese 
through a colander. Next, sweet butter and sugar are 
blended in a mixer. Egg yolks, cream, cottage cheese 
and flavorings are added and the mixture is beaten until 
it is smooth and fluffy. Chopped candied fruit is folded 
in by hand and the mixture is spooned into a pyramid- 
sha wooden mold, which has been lined with a a 
cloth. The mold is then set small end down in a di 
and placed in the refrigerator to drip. When cheese mix- 
ture has dripped sufficiently it is unmolded, topped with 
candied cherry and decorated with cherry strips which form 
the symbols denoting the Resurrection. 

INGREDIENTS: Four pounds dry cottage cheese (old- 
fashioned or baker’s cheese), one pound sweet butter, one 
pint double cream, eight egg yolks, four to five cups sugar, 
two teaspoons vanilla, grated rind of one-half lemon, one- 
half pound candied cherries and pineapple, one-half pound 
blanched grated almonds (optional). These amounts will 
serve 12 to 18 persons.

N DAYS of the 10-cent shave, when the barber shop was 
the combination forum and social hall remembered in song 
and story, the individual shaving mug was its mark of 

special recognition. The practice of reserving a mug for each 
regular patron and of having his name inscribed on it in gold 
letters was general in this country from about 1870 to the 
early 1900s. Barber supply houses did good business then in 
occupational mugs. ese were ornamented with hand- 
painted illustrations suggesting the owner’s business or 

profession. 
Most barbers kept a catalogue of lithographed mug illus- 
trations. A customer could choose from among many designs 
—florals, scenes, lodge emblems and various abstractions. 
But occupational mugs were considered particularly elite. The 
mug was ordered through the barber. He paid from 75 cents 
to $2.25 for it, charged the customer up to $4.50. Sometimes 
a steady customer would receive one of the cups as a present.

More than 1000 chanting, 
placard-waving pickets demon- 
strated on the campus, blocked 
the college’s main entrance. 
Police interfered and a general 
battle between students and 
police resulted. 

Students had accused the 
two teachers of racial discrimi- 
nation. When President Harry 
N. Wright failed to discharge 
them the Student Council voted 
the strike after a student body 
referendum. College authori- 
ties said only 1500 of the 7230 
day students joined the walk- 
out; strike leaders said 65 per 
cent stayed away from classes.
